If we admit this to be true, we still have to 
look for Ephraim, for of Manasseh it was 
said: “He shall be great: but truly his younger 
brother [Ephraim] shall be greater than he, 
and his seed shall become a multitude of na- 


tions.” —Genesis 48: 19. We can not set our 
opinions against the plain declarations of 
scripture. The writer claims no special 
knowledge in the matter, and has quoted co- 
piously from other writers with no thought of 
controversy, but with a view to presenting 
the matter as carefully as he could for the con- 
sideration of the general reader and student of 
history and prophecy.

In other words, they 
were to have no standing as a government, 
either political or otherwise. Afterward they 
were to return and seek the Lord, and were 
to fear the Lord and his goodness in the lat- 
ter days. 

Their number was to be as the sand of 
the sea, which can neither be measured nor 
numbered, and whereas beforetime they had 
been rejected, they were now to be called the 
sons of the living God. The children of 
Judah and of Israel were to be gathered to- 
gether and to have one head (ruler) over 
them, and that was to be the great day of 
Jezreel (the day of God’s sowing). 

God promised to heal their backsliding and 
to love them freely: he was to be as dew unto 
them, and they were to grow as the lily (beau- 
tiful). They were to revive as the corn, 
grow as the vine, and Ephraim was to say, I 
am like a green fir tree. 

The wise and prudent are to know and un- 
derstand these things, for the ways of the 
Lord are right, and the just shall walk in 
them, while the transgressors shall fall therein. 


The Lord promised to be the God of all the 
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families of Israel, and they were to be his peo- 
ple, for he had loved them with an everlasting 
love, so had drawn them with loving-kind- 
ness.

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THE DISPERSION OF ISRAEL 


“In the ninth year of Hoshea the king of 
Assyria took Samaria, and carried Israel away 
into Assyria, and placed them in Halah and 
in Habor by the river of Gozan, and in the 
cities of the Medes.”—2 Kings 17: 6. 


“So was Israel carried away out of their 
own land to Assyria unto this day.”—2 
Kings 17: 23. 


The transportation of a rebellious people 
was a practice which had long prevailed among 
the Assyrians, and which also has been prac- 
ticed by other nations. In modern times this 
in a modified form has been resorted to, espe- 
cially in the case of England against France 
when she transported the Acadians from Nova 
Scotia because of continued assistance ren- 
dered to her enemies. Many people were also 
transported by Germany during the “Great 
War,” from 1914 to 1918. Russia exiled 
many of her rebellious subjects to Siberia, and 
England transported her criminals to Van 
Diemans Land. 


“Media, to which Israel was exiled, ex- 
tended north and south from two hundred 
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and fifty to three hundred miles. It lay be- 
tween the 32d and 40th degrees of latitude, 
and the 45th and 53d degrees of longitude. 
In this region the ten tribes disappeared as a 
nation, and ceased to be known by the name 
of Israel. Here they increased and multiplied, 
as they had done in more ancient times along 
the banks of the Nile.”—Anglo-Israel, page 
20. 


“The Israelites of the ten tribes never 
were Jews. ... The Jews get their name 
from their own tribe and house. The Anglo- 
Saxons descend from the ‘house of Israel’; 
consisting of the ten tribes. The “House of 
Israel,’ the ‘House of Jacob,’ the ‘House of 
Isaac,’ the ‘House of Joseph,’ are used synony- 
mously, but the ‘House of Judah, denotes an- 
other and a separate nation of the Hebrews. 
Only in the latest period of Old Testament 
history, long after the disappearance of the 
ten tribes from the Holy Land, is Judah used 
as synonymous with Israel. . . . ‘Israel’ is 
the name employed to denote the chosen peo- 
ple, consisting of the twelve tribes; but these 
twelve tribes were divided into two nations.” 
—Anglo-Israel, pp. 23-25. 
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“A few generations among the Anglo-Sax- 
ons may smooth from the brow and face of 
Judah the furrows of care, fear, and sorrow, 
which centuries of persecution have made, and 
restore to his very physiognomy the symmetry 
and beauty of his youth.”—Anglo-Israel, p. 
26. 


“The dominant race of the world is in the 
line of Shem, not of Japhet. It is the ‘seed’ 
of Abraham who are to ‘possess the gate of 
their enemies’; and everybody knows that 
Abraham was a Semite. . . . This is a fact of 
great significance. It is proof of our ethnic 
unity with the Semites; it also shows affinity 
with the seed of Abraham.”—Anglo-Israel,

“Dean Stanley traces similarity between us 
and the historic people of Israel. He says: 
“The sons of Isaac are literally our spiritual 
ancestors, their imagery, their poetry, their 
very names have descended to us; their hopes, 
their prayers, their psalms are ours.’ Had he 
omitted the word spiritual, he would have told 
the exact truth.”—Anglo-Israel, pp. 31, 32.

ISRAEL AND SAXON 


We today look to the great Magna Charta 
of English history exacted by the Barons of 
the Realm from King John in 1215, and to 
the Declaration of Independence of 1776, and 
give honor to the men who in those times stood 
as the guardians of the people’s rights. We 
must not forget that the men of 1776 were 
descendants of the men who made the great 
Magna Charta possible. 

While we are considering the proposition 
that the Anglo-Saxons are descendants of 
Israel, it is worth while to recall that when 
Saul was crowned king, “All the people 
shouted, and said, God save the king.”—1 
Samuel 10: 24. The Anglo-Saxons of Eng- 
land do the same today when a king is 
crowned. 

It may also be remembered that when Reho- 
boam came to the throne of Israel, “Jeroboam 
and all the congregation of Israel came, and 
spake unto Rehoboam, saying, Thy father 
made our yoke grievous: now therefore make 
thou . . . his heavy yoke which he put upon 
us, lighter, and we will serve thee.” —1 Kings 
2a Sia A 
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This seems very much like the protests of 
the Barons of 1215, and of the Colonists of 
1776. They were willing to serve the ruler, 
but wanted the burdens made lighter. Reho- 
boam considered the matter and decided 
against them; thereby causing a rebellion 
which resulted in a separation and division of 
the kingdom, ten tribes choosing Jeroboam as 
king of Israel, and two tribes remaining loyal 
to Rehoboam as king of Judah. The ten 
tribes from thenceforth constituted a separate 
and distinct kingdom, until they were over- 
come by the Assyrian king, and finally taken 
from their own land and carried away into 
the dominion of their conqueror. 


The tribe of Judah was the dominant head 
of the two tribes, and it was natural for them 
to be known as Jews, and their government 
as the kingdom of Judah. It was equally evi- 
dent and natural that the ten tribes should be 
known as the kingdom of Israel, and that 
Ephraim should be recognized as the domi- 
nant head of these tribes. 

In considering the apparent similarity be- 
tween Israel and Saxon, it may be well for us 
to recall that the Ephraimite could not pro-

nounce the word Shibboleth, but pronounced 
it Sibboleth, leaving out the one letter of the 
alphabet that causes the Englishman of today 
to be recognized wherever the English lan- 
guage is used. (See Judges 12: 5, 6.) 


THE MIGRATION 


Writers who have given this subject careful 
attention have concluded that the tribe of 
Dan was the first to disappear from Palestine. 


Howlett quotes Eldad, a Jewish writer, as 
saying: 


“In the days of Jeroboam (975 B. C.), Dan 
refused to shed his brother’s blood, and rather 
than to go to war with Judah, he left the 
country in a body, and went to Greece, to 
Javan, and to Danmark,” and Keating, in his 
History of Ireland, as saying: ‘‘The Danaans 
were a people of great learning and wealth. 
They left Greece after a battle with the As- 
syrians and went to Ireland, and Danmark, 
which they called Dan-mares, Dan’s country,” 
and Mr. Gladstone, as saying: ‘‘Danoi occurs 
147 times in the Iliad, and 13 times in the 
Odyssey; that it never occurs in the singular 
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number, is never applied to women, but al- 
ways to soldiers, and lovers of war.”—Anglo- 
Israel, pp. 41, 42. 


The same author says: “The tribe of Dan 
—that is the northern portion of it—from its 
location was the first to be affected by these 
invasions [the Assyrian]. ‘Their early trans- 
portation with those of the tribe who escaped 
by sea, made them the pioneers in these west- 
ern migrations. As they journeyed they gave 
their name, according to their tribal custom, 
to streams and places along the way, ‘Danube,’ 
“Daneister,’ ‘Daneiper,’ ‘Don’ (Dan), “Dan- 
aster,’ ‘Dantzig, ‘Eridan’ (the Po), ‘Rhodan’? 
(the Rhone), ‘Danrick Alps,’ ‘Danish Archi- 
pelago, ‘Danmark.’ ” 

“In Ireland they were called Tuatha Danoi, 
Tuatha signifying tribe. In that island we 
find to this day Dans-Lough, Dan-Sowar, 
Dan-Monism, Dan’s-Castle, and Dangan- 
Castle, where the Duke of Wellington was 
born. 

“They left their mark along the entire over- 
land route, on rivers, lakes, mountains, and 
plains, from the Jordan they loved in their 
fatherland to the ‘Londan’ they founded and 
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named, on the banks of the Thames.” —Anglo- 
Israel, p. 44. 


The Danoi of the Greeks, and the Tuatha 
Danaans of Ireland are claimed by Howlett 
and others to be of the same race and tribe, 
and identical with the children of Dan in 
Palestine, and in later history with the Danes 
of Northwestern Europe. (Anglo-Israel, p. 
45.) 


It is also claimed that the Celts reached the 
British Isles a few centuries later than the 
Tuatha Danaans. They called themselves 
Cymry (Kimry). They came from the 
Crimea. -Two thousand five hundred years 
ago their name was written on the Assyrian 
monuments as the Gimiri. Rawlinson identi- 
fied them with the Kimmerii of the Greeks. 
He says: “They first appeared as a substantive 
people under Eserhaddon.”—Anglo-Israel 
p. 46. 


“This king reigned during the first half of 
the seventh century before Christ. The tribes 
of Israel were carried to Assyria in the latter 
part of the eighth century, B. C.”—Anglo- 
Israel, p. 46. 
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Howlett makes a strong showing in trac- 
ing the ancestry and travels of this people. 
He speaks of an obelisk found by Layard, now 
in the British Museum on which the name 
Khumri is used to designate Jehu, king of 
Israel, which is thus translated: ‘The tribute 
of Jehu, the son of Khumri, silver, gold bowls, 
vessels, goblets, and pitchers of gold, with 
sceptres for the king’s hand; all these I have 
received.” —Anglo-Israel, p. 47. 


He says further: “Omri was the father of 
Ahab. The Assyrians pronounced his name 
Khumri, and called the nation ‘Beth Khumri,’ 
or the house of Khumri. The house of 
Khumri therefore was but Assyrian designa- 
tion of the house of Omri. Thus the Welsh 
of Britain are traced to their ancestors, the 
Cymry, the Cymri to the Roman Cimbri, the 
Cimbri to the Greek Kimmerii, the Kimmerii 
to the Gimiri, who are identical with the As- 
syrian Khumri, which was the Assyrian name 
for Israelites. 

“The Gimiri, the Getx, the Sacæ, and the 
Cimmerii are all proved to be the same race 
of men. . . . The records of the Bible and of 
the monuments tally. They fit like hand and 
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glove. . . . From the monuments we learn 
that the land of Israel became a province of 
Assyria before the fall of Samaria. On them 
Tiglath-Pileser records: ‘The towns of Gilead 
and Abel, in the district of the House of 
Khumri, I took . . . in its whole extent. I 
turned into the territory of Assyria the coun- 
try of the House of Khumri, . . . a portion 
of its inhabitants I carried to Assyria. Pekah, 
their king, I put to death, and I appointed 
Hoshea to the sovereignty over them.’ It is 
their descendants whom we are tracing to the 
place of their geographical origin among the 
mountains of Samaria and the hills of Galilee.” 
—Anglo-Israel, pp. 47, 48. 


Howlett says: “Sacæ is a distinctive and 
racial name, derived from Isaac. In its latest 
period, the ‘Kingdom of Israel’ in the Holy 
Land was called the ‘House of Isaac.? Amos 
speaks of the ‘High Places of Isaac,’ and said 
to the king: ‘Thou sayest drop not thy word 
against the House of Isaac.’ . . . It literally 
signifies Isaacites, or sons of Isaac. The pre- 
diction to Abraham was: ‘In Isaac shall thy 
seed be called’; and it here meets fulfillment. 
We find its birthplace among the mountains of 
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Bashan, in the original inheritance of the half 
tribe of Manasseh. D’Anville traces it from 
Britain to Saketa, a district beyond the Cas- 
pian Sea. . . . Saketa was equivalent to the 
word Saxonia, and signified the land of the 
Isaacites, as the latter denoted that of the 
Saxons. . . . Doctor Porter, in his Great 
Cities of Bashan . . . says: ‘We rode along 
a mountain side eastward to Shuka. This is 
a very old town, and must at one time have 
contained twenty thousand inhabitants, 
though now it has scarcely twenty families. 
Ptolemy cails it Saccasea.’ This is the most 
ancient city known that thus marks in its 
name its Saxon origin. It is found in the very 
cradle of the sons of Isaac. . . . It was the 
first to fall before the power of Assyria, and 
its inhabitants were among the earliest ex- 
TE ors 


“We have thus traced the Danaans of Ire- 
land, the Kymry of Wales, and the Saxons 
of England, from their island home in Britain 
to their cradle in Palestine, and shown them 
all to belong to one race of men—the race of 
Israel.” —Anglo-Israel, pp. 49-51. 
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ISRAEL’S SAXON HISTORY 


“In the ninth year of Hoshea the king of 
Assyria took Samaria, and carried Israel away 
into Assyria, and placed them in Halah and 
in Habor by the river of Gozan, and in the 
cities of the Medes.” —2 Kings 17: 6. 


Israel had failed to pay tribute to the As- 
syrian king and was therefore dispossessed of 
their own land and transported to Media and 
placed in various places subject to the As- 
syrian king, as it pleased him. Howlett, quot- 
ing Rawlinson (vol. 2, p. 87), says: “The 
vast tract, chiefly consisting of grassy plains, 
which lies north of the Black Sea, the Caucasus, 
the Caspian, and the Jaxartes-Syhun River, 
were inhabited in ancient times by a race or 
races, known to the Asiatics as Sacæ, to the 
Greeks as Scythians.” ‘These are the people 
whom Sharon Turner, in his history of the 
Anglo-Saxons, finds in Media, 700 years before 
Christ, and claims as the ancestors of the Brit- 
ish people. . . . Where Israel is lost, there the 
Saxon is found.”—Anglo-Israel, pp. 70, 71. 


It is probable that in transporting this peo- 
ple to a vast territory like the one named, per- 
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sons of more than one tribe were located there 
for settlement. They were a pastoral people 
who cared for flocks and herds, and to whom 
husbandry was a chief occupation. This 
probably was taken into account by the As- 
syrians, when they placed them there. They 
probably had liberty of action in their new lo- 
cation and chose their own mode of living. It 
can hardly be supposed, however, that they 
would be content to quietly and peaceably set- 
tle down as subjects of the Assyrians. Israel 
was a strong and, sometimes, rebellious peo- 
ple. It would be natural as soon as they be- 
came well organized to push westward where 
they could, under their own leaders, become 
independent again. Being a pastoral people, 
they could take their flocks and herds with 
them and by easy stages continue their pil- 
grimage until they found a suitable territory 
for a possession; also be prepared to contest 
for the same against the natives to be found 
in the uncivilized lands through which they 
passed, or where they desired to permanently 
locate. We are not surprised that they be- 
came, in a manner, lost asa nation. Evidently 
they could not all act together. They prob- 
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ably acted more as tribes than asa nation. Just 
as their great ancestors, Abraham, Isaac, and 
Jacob, became great among the tribes with 
whom they sojourned, so their descendants 
with like spirit felt themselves strong to con- 
quer difficulties, whether of wilderness or of 
enemies. Their hardy life and past history 
combined to make them strong, fearless, and 
determined. It also forbade their being a sub- 
ject people, and as soon as circumstances per- 
mitted it was natural for them to push into 
the vast wilderness of unorganized peoples 
rather than to remain in Media as a subject 
race. Balaam said of Israel: “God brought 
him forth out of Egypt; he hath as it were the 
strength of an unicorn: he shall eat up the na- 
tions his enemies, and shall break their bones, 
and pierce them through with his arrows. He 
couched, he lay down as a lion, and as a great 
lion: Who shall stir him up?”—Numbers 24: 
nied 


Israel was a strong force wherever found, 
and it is not to be supposed they would con- 
tinue long under the government of their 
enemies when it became possible for them to 
push their way into a vast and but partially 
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organized territory. Esdras saw in vision a 
people of whom it is said: “These are the ten 
tribes, which were carried away prisoners out 
of their own land in the time of Osea the king, 
whom Salmanaser the king of Assyria led away 
captive, and he carried them over the waters, 
and so they came into another land. But they 
took this counsel among themselves, that they 
would leave the multitude of the heathen, and 
go forth into a further country, where never 
mankind dwelt. That they might there keep 
their statutes, which they never kept in their 
own land.”—2 Esdras 13: 40-42. 


Quoting Howlett again: “The Cymry re- 
late that when they landed on the western 
coast of England it was ‘void of inhabitants.’ ”’ 
—Anglo-Israel, p. 75. 

“Diodorus says: “The Sace sprang from a 
people in Media.’ 

“Ptolemy derives them from the same 
source. Pliny and Albinus confirm their state- 
ments. Æschylus says: “The Sace were noted 
for good laws, and were preeminently a right- 
eous people.’ Josephus in his Antiquities (Book 
11, chap. 5, sec. 2) says: ‘Wherefore there 
are but two tribes in Asia and Europe subject 
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to the Romans, while the ten tribes are beyond 
the Euphrates until now, and are an innum- 
erable multitude not to be estimated in num- 
bers.’ ”’—Anglo-Israel, p. 76. 


“According to Herodotus, the earliest 
scenes of the civil existence of the Scythians 
. was in Asia to the east of the Araxes. 

. . . This was the exact spot to which Sargon 
transported the tribes of Israel. Here they 
increased and became great. . . . In the time 
of Herodotus they had aint an important 
foothold in Europe. Pliny names among them 
the Saka-Suna, whom he places in Armenia. 
Ptolemy mentions a Scythian people whom he 
calls ‘Saxones.’ . . . They were favorably lo- 
cated . . . for westward emigration. Sharon 
Turner says: ‘Of the various nations which 
have been recorded, the Sace are the people 
from whom the descent of the Saxons may be 
inferred with the least violation of proba- 
bility.” The decisive authority of Herodotus 
mentions the seventh century (B. C.) as the 
period of the first appearance of these Scythian 
ancestors of the British people in Europe. 
Thiery, in the second volume of his history of 
the Norman Conquest, says: ‘Such is the first 
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appearance in England of the northern pi- 
rates, called Danes or Normans, according as 
they came from the islands of the Baltic Sea, 
or from the coast of Norway. They were 
descended from the same primitive race as the 
Anglo-Saxons.’ English history records it as 
‘remarkable that the three different conquests 
of England, made in the six centuries, were all 
the work of one race of men bearing different 
names at different times.’ ”—Anglo-Israel, 
DDa/ 5,7 7.

To escape from their enemies by going west- 
ward, two routes were open to them; one over- 
land, the other by sea. Of the tribe of Dan 
many had already gone westward; some by 
sea, others by land. 

We are told that when Dan refused to go 
to war with Judah, he left the country and 
went to “Greece, to Javan, and to Danmark,” 
thereby using both routes. The Danoi of 
whom Mr. Gladstone speaks, and the Danaans 
of Ireland were evidently of the same tribe. 
So also were the ones who traversed the Conti- 
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nent of Europe giving their tribal names to the 
rivers, mountains, etc., until reaching the 
western border they decided to locate perma- 


nently there and called their new settlement 
Dansmark, or Dan’s field, which is now called 
“Denmark.” It is not so easy to trace the ones 
who traversed the Continent later, and it is 
not surprising that they who have made the 
attempt have become more or less confused, 
and while some have called them Germans, or 
of Teutonic origin, others have believed them 
to be of the dispersed of Israel. In this manner 
they have become lost, or hidden, amidst the 
tribes occupying the country through which 
they passed. The tribe of Dan being a seafar- 
ing people, probably made a swifter journey 
across the Continent until they came to the 
ocean. From there they plied their trade as 
mariners, while those on the land continued 
their vocation as husbandmen. From Den- 
mark it was but a short distance to what we 
now call Norway and Sweden. When they 
had built vessels they made voyages and 
formed settlements in the northern countries, 
and the settlers became known as Northmen, 
and still later as Normans. ‘The ones who first 
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permanently settled were known as Danes, but 
all were of the same race of people. 

The ones who followed later, and passed 
more leisurely through the countries from 
east to west, were known later as the Saxons 
(Isaac’s sons). They experienced many difh- 
culties, and were often at war with the peoples 
among whom they found themselves. In the 
third century they invaded the Roman terri- 
tory and were driven northward. In a book 
called The Saxons, by Schoonmaker, we find 
them represented as saying: 


“Who do these woods belong to, anyhow? 
Where a man puts his foot the dragon puts 
His belly, and the man’s track disappears. 
Where is the tree that has not felt the storm? 
Have they not disappeared? Like leaves the 

tribes 
Are scattered.” 
—The Saxons, p. 8. 


This shows the stress under which they 
labored while seeking to hold their own against 
powerful neighbors. 

To them had come a prediction from one 
of their wise men: 
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“The seed of Wittikind shall put forth a 
sprout, 
Shall make the whole north green. 
In him shall be the strength of all your dead.” 


lhe Saxons pels 


In the wars with their enemies they lost 
many men, but the prediction gave them hope 
for the future. Destiny called them to their 
friends in the north as against their foes of 
the south. They are understood to feel that 
far away they are to find a permanent home: 


“The paths of Prophecy lead far away; 

But still the Powers of the air are bent 

To guide it, and their eyes are on its feet. 
Let us not doubt Val-father’s hand in this.” 


—The Saxons, p. 16. 


At a meeting in the depths of the forest we 
hear them saying: 


“That island, where they say our race 
Rebuilt its kingdom, who knows ought of it? 
No word has reached us from that far-off 
land. 
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It used to live in gleemen’s songs, but now— 
Old men recall it as a forgotten thing. 
In what sea lies it? 


Where the Frankish land 
Looks toward the setting Balder, I have 
heard.” ——The Saxons, p. 3.1. 


Here we find them discussing an island far 
away, where it is said people of their race had 
rebuilt a kingdom. Their hopes are centered 
on an abiding place far from where they now 
are. They have faith in the saying of their 
wise man, but are discouraged. 


“Shall the scald 

Whose eye sees through the darkness, see no 
light? 

Beyond the winter see no spring, beyond 

The storm, nocalm?... 

Lose faith in Woden when the north wind 
blows? 

Think the trunk dead because the boughs are 
bare? 

Shall the bloom live for ever, and the seed 

Not swell and break its pod and find the 
earth? © 
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Val-father sows and reaps and sows again. 

Our race has come to harvest, and the hands 

Of southern reapers have laid low the tribes, 

Bound them in sheaves and stacked them far 
away 

And threshed them out on many a bloody 
field. 

And the war-maidens have gleaned heroes 
there. 

Gleaned them and sowed them in the earth 
again. 

The years fall white upon the silent tribes.” 

—The Saxons, pp. 32, 33. 


One of their number determines to leave 
them. They try to dissuade him, but he says: 


“He beckons from that island in the sea. 
Wiglaf must go where Bragi calls. 
Oh, say ‘Hail,’ to that kindred land! 
From us say ‘Hail!’ 
Oh, if you find them holding up the North, 
Oh, tell them, Wiglaf, to keep iron hearts! 
Say that the ancient trunk of Wittikind 
Shows a green sprout! Say all the North is 
green!” 
—The Saxons, pp. 33, 34. 
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After their comrade had left, they con- 
tinued: 


“The question, Hartzel, is not what they’ve 

done: 

It’s what they think they have a right to do. 

They own, they think, our bodies and our 
brains. 

There is no thing or thought or word or deed 

Can take its way, but must report to them 

And square itself and do a bondman’s work. 

They have a right, they think, to chop the 
North, 

Lop off her great green boughs and graft 
instead 

The South’s pale branches. . . . 

We must be like them or be not at all, 

Like them in manhood, Hartzel? .. . 

And even their gods know not the Saxon 
tongue.” 

F lhe Saxons, p33: 


Israel in the wilderness surrounded by 
powerful foes. Isaac’s sons (Saxons) looking 
to their brethren in the north, and to the peo- 
ple of their own race in the island of the 
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far-off seas! They longed for deliverance as ar- 
dently as their ancestors from Egyptian cap- 
tivity. They were being “sifted among all 
nations, like as corn is sifted in a sieve.” They 
were to “abide many days without a king, and 
without a prince, and without a sacrifice, and 
without an image, and without an ephod, and 
without a teraphim.” 

But the prediction was: “Afterward shall 
the children of Israel return, and seek the Lord 
their God, and David their king; and shall 
fear the Lord and his goodness in the latter 
days i 


In the latter days goodness was to be their 
portion, but in the days of their wander- 
ings, in the days of darkness and desolation, 
they placed their hope not in the Lord God of 
Israel, but in their kindred who like themselves 
had departed from the paths of righteousness 
and peace. Nevertheless, the promise of God 
held good: “I will heal their backsliding, I 
will love them freely” (Hosea 14: 4), as also, 
“I will bring them from the north country, 
and gather them from the coasts of the earth, 
. . . for I am a father to Israel, and Ephraim 
is my firstborn.”’—Jeremiah 31: 8, 9. 
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His hand was with them during all their 
sojourn in strange lands, and he was surely 
leading them, although they knew it not. 


PUSHING NORTHWARD 


Circumstances favored their working to- 
ward the north. They believed their friends 
to be in that direction, while their foes were 
to the south. 

As they pursued their journey, people of the 
various tribes came in touch with one another. 
Under different names, but with a common 
ancestry, the Jutes of Denmark, the Angles 
who dwelt on the east side of the Elbe, and who 
moved north to the modern Schleswig and 
dwelt between the Jutes and Saxons, and the 
Saxons, came to make common cause with 
each other. They had pushed their way to the 
north, had found friends, had become strong, 
and later we find them, in the fifth century, 
seeking the “isle beyond the seas.” 

The Saxons are spoken of at this time as 
being “powerful.” The Jutes and Angles 
joined with them, and together they made de- 
scent upon the coast of Britain. Many wars 
were waged between Britons, Danes, and 
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Saxons for supremacy in that country. The 
Saxons were never so badly defeated as to be 
driven out. The Britons were driven back 
into Wales, where they made permanent set- 
tlement. The Danes fought many battles, but 
finally retired to their own shores. The 
Northmen who had formed settlement in 
France, and were now known as Normans, 
contested for the government of the country 
a few centuries later under Duke William of 
Normandy as against Harold the Saxon. This 
great contest was decided at Hastings in favor 
of Duke William, who became William the 
First, king of England. Norman and Saxon 
were of common ancestry, and in course of 
time differences between them largely disap- 
peared and today the great English nation is 
not spoken of as Norman or Saxon, but as 
English. Frequently the race is spoken of as 
Anglo-Saxon, but never as Norman or as 
Saxon. Wherever the habitable world is, we 
find the Anglo-Saxon. They travel through 
the length and breadth of the earth, as their 
great ancestor, Abraham, traveled through 
the length and breadth of Canaan. They are 
often the subject of severe criticism by others, 
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but their government ranks high, and their 
dominion is in all quarters of the globe. Like 
the Saxons in Europe, they have contended 
courageously against many foes. They have 
maintained faith in the high destiny of their 
nation, and while they have made, and do 
make, mistakes, they can say with the Master 
of men, “He that is without sin among you, 
let him first cast a stone.”—John 8: 7. 


Howlett, speaking of the Norman Conquest 
says: “From that time the ‘Wanderers 
among the Nations,’ the ‘Sojourners of the 
Dispersion,’ became consolidated in the Eng- 
lish Nation, the British Empire, and the 
United States. These two nations fulfill the 
predictions of Jacob, when he blessed the sons 
of Joseph, Ephraim, and Manasseh, foretelling 
that one should grow into a ‘company of na- 
tions,’ the other ‘become a people,’ and that 
he also should be great.” —Anglo-Israel, p. 85. 


THE MIGRATION BY SEA 


As early as the days of Solomon a navy was 
maintained by Israel for overseas commerce, 
for we read: “For the king [Solomon] had 
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at sea a navy of Tharshish with the navy of 
Hirama e eines 10:722: 


Again we read: “Jehoshaphat made ships 
of Tharshish to go to Ophir for gold: but they 
went not: for the ships were broken at Ezion- 
geber.” —1 Kings 22: 48. 


When Jonah was commanded to go to 
Nineveh and prophesy against it, he “went 
down to Joppa; and he found a ship going to 
Tarshish” (Jonah 1: 3), so we know that it 
was not an uncommon thing in the days of 
the kings of Israel to find vessels in which to 
travel. 

Ezekiel speaks of Tarshish as a great trad- 
ing place and mentions “the multitudes of 
all kinds of riches; with silver, iron, tin, and 
lead.”’—Ezekiel 27: 12. 


Howlett, speaking of this, says: ‘‘These 
were all productions of England, and this na- 
tion has still a monopoly of the trade in tin. 
Ancient writers, among whom may be men- 
tioned Strabo, Diodorus, Siculus, and Pliny, 
describe the commerce carried on by the 
Pheenicians to the coast of Britain, on ‘account 
of the quality of the tin there obtained.’ 
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Cornwall, Devon, and West Somerset are still 
the chief source of the world’s supply of this 
valuable metal.’”—Anglo-Israel, p. 88. 


The children of Dan, of Asher, and of 
Zebulon, were the seafaring people of ancient 
Israel. 

Jacob, in blessing his sons, said: “Zebulon 
shall dwell at the haven of the sea; and he 
shall be for an haven of ships; and his border 
shall be unto Zidon.’”—Genesis 49: 13. 


Moses said: “Rejoice, Zebulon, in thy go- 
ie outs and, Issachar, in thy stents. :) 
For they shall suck of the abundance of the 
seas, and of treasures hid in the sand.”—Deu- 
teronomy 33: 18, 19. 


Writers upon this subject tell us that “‘at the 
great Assyrian invasion, the children of Dan 
not only ‘tarried’ but ‘escaped in ships’ to the 
far-off ‘isles of the west.’ Being thus saved 
from the Assyrian captivity, they planted our 
first colony in Britain, on the northern coast 
of Ireland, where they became known as the 
Tuatha Danaans, or the tribe of Dan... . 
About the same time, their ancient neighbors 
the Phcenicians, or Canaanites, planted a 
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colony on the southern coast of the same 
island, from whence sprang the Irish race. 
. . . About six hundred years before Christ, 
a second colony of Israelites, consisting of 
Milesians, or Scots, arrived, who had been 
working in the Phoenician gold mines of Spain. 
. .. They were all one race of men, from 
whom have descended the Scots, and the in- 
habitants of the north of Ireland. The 
difference between them and those of the 
south of Ireland, lies, not in their religion, but 
in their origin. They sprang from different 
races.” —Anglo-Israel, pp. 88-90. 


Concerning the invaders of England from 
the north, we quote from volume 4, Universal 
History, “A slight sketch of the state of the 
northern kingdoms . . . the tribes to whom 
we shall have to trace a striking alteration in 
the state of Europe, both for evil and for good. 
As long as they were avowed pagans, their 
hands inflicted nothing but misery; but when 
their habits were modified, even by the most 
wretched form of Christianity, their peculiar 
character of mind gave new and better tone 
to lower Europe. It was equally distinct from 
the servile spirit induced by the despotism of 
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imperial or popish Rome, and from the abso- 
lute slavishness produced by Oriental tyranny 
and Oriental habits. 


“In the eighth century little was known of 
the northern regions of Europe save that they 
were ruled by several petty kings. It seems to 
have been the custom for only one of the sons 
of a deceased king to inherit his land; all the 
rest were furnished with ships properly 
equipped—their sole property—and sent forth 
with the title of Vikings, or Sea-kings, to roam 
along the coasts, or traverse the ocean, in 
search of subsistence by plunder.”—Universal 
History, vol. 4, p. 10. 


Thus we find a people different from others 
with whom they came in contact. A people 
that caused a “‘striking alteration in the state 
of Europe.” A people who while pagan caused 
misery, but when Christianized, by their pe- 
culiar character of mind, “gave a new and bet- 
ter tone to lower Europe.” They were neither 
servile nor slavish. Neither Orientalism nor 
Romanism dominated them. They had suf- 
fered great tribulation for centuries and had 
contended for life against formidable enemies. 
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Whether we call them sea-kings or robbers we 
have to admit their courage and loftiness of 
spirit. We see in them the same spirit that 
caused the ten tribes to secede from Reho- 
boam, the same that later caused the Barons 
of England to compel King John to sign the 
great Magna Charta at Runnymede, the Eng- 
lish in the time of Cromwell to bring King 
Charles to the block, and the Colonists of 
America to sign the Declaration of Independ- 
ence. 


The Saxons had at last found the isle beyond 
the seas, of which their ancient gleemen had 
sung; and although they have many times 
passed through the fiery furnace of war, yet 
they have clung to their sea-girt isle for many 
centuries; and while their sons have founded 
many colonies, and the flag of their nation 
flies on every sea, yet whether on sea or on land, 
whenever a new member of the royal family 
is crowned, as their legal head, they still raise 
the same shout that was raised by assembled 
Israel when Saul was crowned king: “God 
save the king!”” (1 Samuel 10: 24.) 
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PREDICTIONS CONCERNING EPHRAIM 


Jacob blessed the sons of Joseph, Manasseh 
and Ephraim, saying of Manasseh, “He shall 
be great, but truly his younger brother 
[Ephraim] shall be greater than he, and his 
seed shall become a multitude of nations.” — 
Genesis 48: 19. 


This had no fulfillment prior to the As- 
syrian captivity, therefore we have a right to 
look for its fulfillment after that event. 


In the last blessing of his sons, Jacob said 
concerning Joseph, the father of Ephraim: 
“Joseph is a fruitful bough, even a fruitful 
bough by a well; whose branches run over the 
wall: the archers have sorely grieved him, and 
shot at him, and hated him: but his bow abode 
in strength, and the arms of his hands were 
made strong by the hands of the mighty God 
of Jacob; ... Even by the God of thy 
father, who shall help thee; and by the Al- 
mighty, who shall bless thee with blessings of 
heaven above, blessings of the deep that lieth 
under, blessings of the breast, and of the 
womb: the blessings of thy father have pre- 
vailed above the blessings of my progenitors 
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unto the utmost bound of the everlasting hills: 
they shall be on the head of Joseph, and on the 
crown of the head of him that was separate 
from his brethren.”—Genesis 49: 22-26. 


This blessing is not confined to Ephraim, 
but includes Manasseh, who was also of the 
seed of Joseph. They were to be fruitful; 
their growth was to be extensive; they were 
to experience great opposition; to be “sorely 
grieved, shot at, and hated’; yet they were 
to continue strong, being made so by “the 
mighty God of Jacob.” Their blessing was 
to extend “unto the utmost bound of the ever- 
lasting hills.” 

Moses, in blessing Joseph, said: “Blessed of 
the Lord be his land, for the precious things 
of heaven, for the dew, and for the deep 
that coucheth beneath, and for the precious 
fruits brought forth by the sun, and for the 
precious things brought forth by the moon, 
and for the chief things of the ancient moun- 
tains, and for the precious things of the lasting 
hills, and for the precious things of the earth 
and the fullness thereof, and for the good will 
of him that dwelt in the bush: . . . his horns 
are like the horns of unicorns: with them he 
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shall push the people together to the ends of 
the earth: and they are the ten thousands of 
Ephraim, and they are the thousands of Ma- 
nasseh.””—Deuteronomy 33: 13-17. 


This prediction, like the one given by Jacob, 
includes both Ephraim and Manasseh, but 
speaks of the “ten thousands” of the one and 
the “thousands” of the other, thereby con- 
firming the blessing of Jacob, in which he said 
that Manasseh should be great, but Ephraim 
should be greater. 


These tribes were to be blessed in land and 
all that went with it, from the heavens above 
and from the earth beneath. The fullness of 
blessing was to be theirs, and they were to 
have strength to prevail against their enemies, 
even to the ends of the earth. 

These great blessings were not realized by 
these tribes prior to the captivity. David, be- 
ing a prophet, said of Ephraim: ‘They kept 
not the covenant of God, and refused to walk 
in his law.” —Psalms 78: 10. 


It was said of them through Hosea: ‘They 
have sown the wind, and they shall reap the 
whirlwind; . ... Israel is swallowed up: now 
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shall they be among the Gentiles as a vessel 
wherein is no pleasure.” —Hosea 8: 7, 8. 


This had a literal fulfillment, but this con- 
dition was not to last for ever, for the Lord 
declares, “I will not execute the fierceness of 
mine anger, I will not return to destroy 
Ephraim: for I am God, and not man; the 
Holy One in the’ midst of thee: . . . They 
shall walk after the Lord: he shall roar like a 
lion: when he shall roar, then the children shall 
tremble from the west. They shall tremble as 
a bird out of Egypt, and as a dove out of the 
land of Assyria: and I will place them in their 
houses, saith the Lord.” —Hosea 11: 9-11. 


The time was to come when Ephraim would 
say: ‘““What have I to do any more with idols? 
I have heard him, and observed him: I am like 
a green fir tree. From me is thy fruit found. 
Who is wise and he shall understand these 
things? prudent, and he shall know them? for 
the ways of the Lord are right, and the just 
shall walk in them: but the transgressors shall 
fall therein.” —Hosea 14: 8, 9. 


“He shall cause them that come of Jacob 
to take root: Israel shall blossom and bud, and 
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fill the face of the world with fruit.” —Isaiah 
246: 


This is a wonderful prediction, and as the 
greater blessings of the earth and the fullness 
thereof are promised to Joseph, we must look 
for its fulfillment to his seed. If the fulfill- 
ment of this prediction is not found in the 
holdings of the Anglo-Saxon race, then we 
must look to the future for it, or else say the 
prophet was mistaken. If Israel was to “‘blos- 
som and bud, and fill the face of the world 
with fruit,” and Joseph was to have the 
“precious things of the earth and the fullness 
thereof,” and Manasseh was to “become a 
people,” and be “great,” with the promise that 
Ephraim should be “greater,” if it was proved 
that the tribes of Israel are indeed the Anglo- 
Saxons of today, it would have to be admitted 
that the predictions are having a literal ful- 
fillment with the United States as Manasseh 
and the British Empire as Ephraim, for surely 
the “precious things of the earth and fullness 
thereof” are holden by these two strong 
powers, and in their dominions the inhabitants 
“blossom and bud, and fill the face of the 
world with fruit.” (Isaiah 27: 6.) 
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These nations have taken root in all parts of 
the habitable earth, and when the Stars and 
Stripes were planted in the Philippines, as 
when the Ensign of Great Britain is planted, 
east, west, north, or south, so it may be said 
to be “planted,” as President McKinley said of 
the Flag in the Philippines: “It has been 
placed there; who. will have the temerity to 
take it down?” Surely the Lord God of Hosts 
has been with this people, for success can not 
be claimed for them solely because of their 
outstanding national righteousness, yet they 
have been prospered in the earth in a truly 
remarkable degree. They are in many re- 
spects a peculiar people, even as ancient Israel 
were a peculiar people. 


The time was to come when Israel was no 
longer to fear: “Fear not: for I am with thee: 
I will bring thy seed from the east, and gather 
thee from the west; I will say to the north, 
Give up; and to the south, Keep not back: 
bring my sons from far, and my daughters 
from the ends of the earth: every one that is 
called by my name: for I have created him for 
my glory, I have formed him; yea, I have made 
him. — Isaiah 43: 5-7. 
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There was to be a wonderful gathering, 
after their sojourn in the wilderness among the 
nations. 

Ephraim was to be repentant, and say: 
“Turn thou me, and I shall be turned; for 
thou art the Lord my God. Surely after that 
I was turned, I repented; and after that I was 
instructed... . «1 was ashamed, ..°. ¢ be- 
cause I did bear the reproach of my youth. 
Is Ephraim my dear son? is he a pleasant child? 
for since I spake against him, I do earnestly re- 
member him still: . . . I will surely have 
mercy upon him, saith the Lord.”—Jeremiah 
JNa 1 8520; 


“For there shall come a day, that the watch- 
men upon mount Ephraim shall cry, Arise ye, 
and let us go up to Zion unto the Lord our God. 
For thus saith the Lord: Sing with gladness for 
Jacob, and shout among the chief of the na- 
tions: publish ye, praise ye, and say, O Lord, 
save thy people, the remnant of Israel. . . . 
I will cause them to walk by the rivers of wa- 
ters in a straight way, wherein they shall not 
stumble: for I am a father to Israel, and 
Ephraim is my firstborn.”—Jeremiah 31: 
6-9. 
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Further evidence is not necessary from a 
biblical standpoint, to show that Ephraim, al- 
though rebellious, yet held his relationship to 
God according to the blessings placed upon 
him as the favored one of his father’s seed. 


He was chastised as a tribe for tribal sins, 
but in the dark and cloudy day, even then the 
promises of God to him were sure and stead- 
fast. Shall we still continue to speak of the 
ten tribes of Israel as being lost among the na- 
tions? With the tribe of Judah numbering her 
seed by the millions, shall we acknowledge 
that it is impossible to locate the descendants 
of the ten tribes when history tells us where 
they were planted at the dispersion? Can it 
be possible that this great host of people can 
truly be said to be swallowed up and lost for 
ever? “The word of our God shall stand for 
ever,” said the prophet of old. Israel was 
promised a redemption, and was to become 
great in the earth. We ought to be able to 
recognize her from the predictions given, but 
the children of men are slow to grasp spiritual 
things. Their attention is, as a rule, directed 
elsewhere. Then again we often choose the 
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easy things of life, and do not seek the hidden 
treasures. 


OBJECTIONS CONSIDERED 


They are quite unlike the Jews, and being 
of the same racial stock we have a right to ex- 
pect them to be of closer resemblance. 


This is not necessarily true. Esau and Jacob 
were brothers, yet were very unlike in appear- 
ance, as in other particulars. Jacob had sons 
by four women. One of these, Rachel, “was 
beautiful and well favored,” and from this 
“well favored” one the tribes of Manasseh and 
Ephraim sprang. Joseph, their father, mar- 
ried an Egyptian princess, and it would seem 
probable that differences in racial traits would 
be manifest as generations passed. Judah, 
whom the Jews represent, was always strong 
among the tribes. When the separation came, 
Ephraim became the national head of the new 
kingdom, hence rivalry existed between Israel 
and Judah; or, in other words, between 
Ephraim and Judah. This was a natural 
consequence. The other tribes being lost to 
them, and they being an exclusive people, in- 
termarriages between themselves and their 
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children, in the generations following have re- 
sulted, making them more distinct as a race. 

This would not be so marked in the other 
tribes, for in the dispersion they were broken 
and scattered, hence we have not simply one 
people of distinct national traits, but several, 
as Anglo-Saxon, Dane, Scandinavian, Welsh, 
Irish, Scots, etc. Among the Anglo-Saxons 
we also find differences. The Saxon and Nor- 
man types are not alike, although they have 
lived together for centuries. 

What is true of personal appearance is 
equally true regarding language. In the dark 
and cloudy days of the dispersion, the tribes 
came in contact with many people of different 
languages, customs, and manners. This would 
naturally account for the differences that exist 
today. 

But our historians, many of them, have be- 
lieved the Anglo-Saxon and the German to be 
of the same stock. Yes, that is so; but histo- 
rians are human, and if they fell into a mistake 
in this it was a natural one. Scattered Israel 
sojourned many years among the tribes of 
Europe. Education and religion were not 
prevalent. It was largely a period of dark- 
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ness, both politically and religiously. Few 
books were written or records kept. It is to 
be supposed in trading with the natives that 
a mixed language would result and that more 
or less similarity would be noticed. The Ger- 
mans are a strong and dominant race, so also 
are the Israelites. The Saxons (Isaac’s sons) 
abode many years in proximity with the Ger- 
mans, and we are not surprised that our his- 
torians came to believe them to have a 
common origin. We believe the tribes of scat- 
tered Israel were as exclusive as the Jews in 
regard to intermarriages, etc., hence the dif- 
ference in types of the various portions of the 
ten tribes which we see today in the Danes, 
English, Irish, etc. 

The difference of language may be open to 
question, but it seems to us to be a natural 
consequence. In the different parts of England 
today, marked differences are manifest. The 
people of Yorkshire, in dialect, are different 
from the people of Somerset, and the people 
of London differ from all others, and so it is 
in other parts of the kingdom. The English 
language is changing continually. 


It may be urged that the Jews, holding te- 
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naciously to Judaism, we have a right to look 
for the same national trait in other Hebrew 
tribes. 

It will be remembered that the ten tribes 
under Jeroboam lapsed into idolatry while Ju- 
dah still maintained temple worship under 
their own priests. Idolatry was the cause of 
their overthrow as.a nation. The Lord said 
of them, “Because Ephraim hath made many 
altars to sin, altars shall be made unto him to 
sin. I have written to him the great things 
of my law, but they were counted as a strange 
thing a= Hosea 8:1112; 


Having become an idolatrous nation, in 
their travels they lapsed into heathenism, lost 
-much of what they had of the religion of their 
fathers, lost also their own language; and so 
ceased to be known as Hebrews. In their 
wanderings their speech became a mixture of 
Hebrew with that of the nations with whom 
they associated. 


LANGUAGE, LINEAGE, AND NAMES 
The Gileadites and Ephraimites had a battle, 


in which the former prevailed. “And the 
Gileadites took the passages of Jordan before 
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the Ephraimites: and it was so that when 
those Ephraimites which were escaped said, 
Let me go over; that the men of Gilead said 
unto him, Art thou an Ephraimite? If he 
said, Nay; then said they unto him, Say now 
Shibboleth: and he said Sibboleth: for he could 
not frame to pronounce it right. Then they 
took him, and slew him at the passages of 
Jordan.” —Judges 12: 5, 6: 

Many English of today, like the Ephraim- 
ites of old, find it very difficult to pronounce 
many words aright in which the letter “h” is 
used. This is a national defect. In this re- 
spect the Ephraimite and the Englishman are 
identical, and different from all others. 

Early in the history of the Hebrew people, 
we find the word smith used as follows: 
“Now there was no smith found throughout 
all the land of Israel: for the Philistines said, 
Lest the Hebrews make them swords or spears: 
but all the Israelites went down to the Philis- 
tines, to sharpen every man his share, and his 
coulter, and his axe, and his mattock.”—1 
Samuel 13: 19, 20. | 


The Hebrews were not always going to their 
neighbors for work to be done. They soon 
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had smiths of their own, and today among the 
Anglo-Saxons we have not only smiths to 
sharpen shares, coulters, axes, and mattocks; 
we have blacksmiths, silversmiths, goldsmiths, 
etc., wherever the English tongue is used. We 
not only name them as artisans, but as a fam- 
ily name Smith outnumbers all others. This 
may not be strong proof to connect the 
Ephraimite and the Englishman, but the term 
smith and the name Smith are certainly strong 
in the English language, and it is equally cer- 
tain that the Hebrews gained their knowledge 
as smiths of the Philistines early in their his- 
tory. 

The Hebrew and English names are also 
used in so familiar a way as to show an affinity 
between them. Where else do we find such 
names in profusion as Mary, Martha, Miriam, 
Phoebe, Hannah, Deborah, Sarah, Elizabeth, 
Samuel, Jacob, Eli, Adam, Abel, Abram, Isaac, 
Daniel, Isaiah, David, John, Jonathan, 
Stephen, Peter, Paul, Solomon, and scores of 
others? 

I now come to what should appeal as proof 
connecting the English people with Ephraim 
to a numerous people in a particular way. All 
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people who accept the Book of Mormon as a 
true history of God’s dealing with the people 
who formerly inhabited this continent, be- 
lieve also that Joseph Smith, the president of 
the original church of Latter Day Saints, was 
a true prophet, seer, and revelator, to the peo- 
ple to whom he was sent, and over whom he 
presided. 

In the second chapter of the Second Book 
of Nephi it is recorded, “I am a descend- 
ant of Joseph, who was carried captive 
into Egypt. And great were the covenants 
of the Lord, which he made unto Joseph; 
wherefore, Joseph truly saw our day. And 
he obtained a promise of the Lord, that out of 
the fruit of his loins, the Lord God would raise 
up a righteous branch unto the house of Israel; 


. for Joseph truly testified, saying: A 


seer AAI the Lord my God raise up, who shall 
be a choice seer unto the fruit of my loins. 


. And his name shall be called after. me; 


vail it shall be after the name of his father.” 


From G we see N the “choice seer” was 
to be a descendant of the lineage of Joseph of 
Egypt; that he was to bear the same name 
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i R , and also that his father’s name was 


o be Joseph. All readers of Latter Day Saint 
eae know that the first president of the 


church was named_Joseph, and that he was 
Joseph Smith, jr., his father being of the sar the same 
name. They also know that he was accepted 
by the church as prophet, seer, and revelator. 
Now this ‘choice seer”? was to be of the seed 
of Joseph, according to the Book of Mormon. 

The prophet, seer, and revelator of the Lat- 
ter Day Saints’ Church was born in this coun- 
try, of pure Anglo-Saxon stock. “The first 
ancestor of Joseph Smith, by this name, of 
whom we find any record, was Robert Smith, 
who emigrated from England to Boxford, Es- 
sex County, Massachusetts, in 1638... . 
Robert Smith married Mary French, the 
daughter of Thomas and Freedom French. 

“Thomas French emigrated from England 
to America and settled at Ipswich, Massachu- 
setts.” —Ancestry of Joseph Smith, by Heman 
Hale Smith, vol. 5, p. 389. 


The family record is traced down to the 
present members of the Smith family, clearly 
proving them to be of pure English ancestry. 

Therefore, it follows that the Smith family, 
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of whom the first prophet was a member, be- 
ing of pure Anglo-Saxon stock, and the Book 
of Mormon declaring that the “choice seer” 
was to be of the lineage of Joseph, Ephraim 
being his son, the legal head of the ten tribes, 


it is impossible to successfully deny that the 
Smith family, who emigrated from England, 
were of Joseph’s seed, for it would be impos- 
sible for the “choice seer” to be of the tribe of 
Joseph without also admitting that the entire 
‘Smith family was of like lineage, and if we 
‘admit this, we must also admit that other 


Smiths (and their number is legion) are in all 
probability of the same race, tribe, and lineage. 


I am fully aware that this argument may 
not be accepted by those who have no faith in 
the Book of Mormon or the work which is _ 
being done by the Latter Day Saints; but to “a ,

believe Joseph Smith to have been a true 
prophet, the argument must be conclusive that 
Joseph Smith being of pure English stock, and 
also filling the prediction of Nephi, that the 
seed of Joseph of Egypt must be in England; 
and as this country represents Manasseh, so 
must England represent Ephraim. 
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This argument may be thought to appeal to 
but few, but the ones to whom it does appeal 
number hundreds of thousands of people who 

ae second to none in their search of truth 
| from every conceivable source. 


SMITH 


Smith is said by some to be of Icelandic 
origin, and I find A. C. Clausen affirming that 
Iceland “has been for nearly one thousand 
years, the home of the pure Viking stock of the 
Scandinavian race.” — Treasures of the North- 
land, p. 316. 


He further says: “We have authentic rec- 
ords to prove that Iceland was first settled by 
the Norsemen about the year 874, mostly of 
the so-called Noble stock, including such 
names as Nadob, Ingolf, Betil, Skalle-grom, 
and Thorolf.”—Treasures of the Northland, 
p. 316. 


Again: “Icelandic history has great value 
as a study of the ancient people of Scandinavia. 
Its inhabitants have been, from the earliest 
times, a highly educated people, speaking the 
Norrena Mal, the original language of the 
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Vikings, and keeping it practically unim- 
paired for all these centuries. This language is 
of untold value to the lexicographer, the his- 
torian, and the philologist, providing a key to 
the old runes as well as to the habits of life, 
customs, aspirations, and thoughts of the 
sturdiest race of which history has any rec- 
ord.” —Treasures of the Northland, p. 317. 


RUNES 


“The term rune, applied to letters used by 
the Northmen of early times, is derived from 
a Scandinavian root which signifies to carve. 
The origin of these characters has been long 
wrapped in mystery, but it is generally held 
today that they are from an ancient Latin 
alphabet and came up through the Teuton and 
Anglo-Saxon races from the Celtic peoples of 
the Alps. ... They afforded . . . the means 
of maintaining intercourse between the scat- 
tered offshoots of the great northern stock; 
thus, during the eighth and ninth centuries, 
when the Northmen had extended their 
powers over a great portion of Europe, letters 
written in runes were frequently sent from 
one prince to- another, and could be read 
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equally well at Anglo-Saxon, Frankish, 
Gothic, Russian, Scandinavian, and Byzantine 
courts. 

“The language of the runes, like that of the 
sagas, is the Norrena Mal, a tongue which, 
after a lapse of a thousand years, has been 
essentially maintained by the Scandinavians of 
Iceland.”—Treasures of the Northland, pp. 
319207 


A. H. Keane says: “To the Scandinavian 
race belong the Old Norse, Icelandic, Feroic, 
Dalekarlian, Swedish, Danish, and Norwegian. 
Of these the Icelandic still closely resembles 
the Norse, having experienced little change 
since the twelfth century. It is by far the best 
preserved of all living Teutonic tongues.”— 
Handbook of the English Language, p. 7. 

Again: ‘Though there is much difference 
of opinion amongst writers as to the exact lo- 
cality of the German tribes that infested 
Britain in the fifth century, yet all agree in 
bringing them from that part of Northern 
Germany which lies between Western Flan- 
ders and Schleswig. The languages which 
they spoke and introduced into the country 
must, therefore, have belonged to the Low 
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German branch; consequently to it must be 
referred the Anglo-Saxon and Modern Eng- 
lish.’ —Handbook of the English Language, 
Daas 


Notwithstanding the above classification, 
we find A. C. Clausen saying: “Nearly all 
English words that deal with home life are 
Scandinavian.” — Treasures of the Northland, 
pase. 


He gives a list of two hundred, and then 
adds: “There are many other words relating 
to social and commercial life, to religion, and 
to the thousand and one affairs of everyday 
concern.” — Treasures of the Northland, p. 
32, 

Speaking of the Teutonic branch of the 
Indo-European family, Mr. Keane says: “It 
comprises the three following subdivisions: 


“(a) High German. 
“(b) Low German. 


““(c) Scandinavian.” 
—Handbook of the English Language, p. 6. 


From the above we find that Mr. Keane 
attributes the language of the tribes who in- 
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vaded Britain in the fifth century to have be- 
longed to the Low German branch, while Mr. 
Clausen affirms that, “Nearly all English 
words that deal with home life are Scandi- 
navian.”’—Treasures of the Northland, p. 322. 


This would indicate either a mistake in 
classification or a radical change in the lan- 
guage of the people since their invasion of 
Britain in the fifth century. We incline to the 
opinion that the Angles, Jutes, Saxons, Danes, 
and Scandinavians are all of the same racial 
stock, and hence the similarity of language. 


The term smith, or its equivalent, is found 
in Biblical history, where it is said, “There 
was no smith found throughout all the land 
of Israel” (1 Samuel 13: 19), almost eleven 
hundred years before Christ. The word in its 
various uses has become so common in the 
English language that we naturally assume it 
to be ancient in date, among that people, and 
it would seem as though, if its origin is claimed 
for Iceland, it has become so component 
a part of English nomenclature that its origin 
so far as Iceland is concerned is lost sight of. 
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THE VIKINGS 


“Among the most prominent characteristics 
of the ancient Vikings was their strong indi- 
viduality; their love of freedom and desire for 
personal independence amounted to a passion. 
For this they endured the frigid winters of the 
north and the torrid summers of the south. 
The arch of heaven was a sufficient roof, the 
forest was ample habitation and wild beasts 
adequate companionship, so that their freedom 
was not curtailed. For this boon no sacrifice 
was too great, not even life itself.” —Treas- 
ures of the Northland, p. 287. 


“Other striking qualities were firmness and 
determination.” 


“Deception and cunning were intolerable 
to him. . . . Another essential of the religion 


of these Northmen was hospitality. . . . The 
Vikings had a higher respect for women than 
any other nation of heathen times. . . . “The 


men were attached to home and family, and 
. . . enjoyed the wine and the feast.’ .. . 
They had a heaven in Valhalla and a hell in 
Naastrand. . . . This old religion embodied 
principles which tended to make its votaries 
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brave, independent, honest, just, charitable, 
prudent, temperate, and liberty-loving. . 
Respect for old age, hospitality, liberality, ond 
charity to the poor; temperance in gratifying 
the senses as well as in the exercise of power; 
contentment and cheerfulness, modesty and 
politeness; a desire to win the goodwill of 
others, to be surrounded by a steadfast circle 
of devoted kinsmen, and a respectful treat- 
ment of the bodies of the dead. . . . Norway, 
Sweden, Denmark, and Iceland held to the old 
religion of the Vikings until about the middle 
of the eleventh century.”—Treasures of the 
Northland, pp. 287-290. 


“It was a firm belief of the northern nations 
that a time would come when all the visible 
creation, ... would be _ destroyed... . 
The earth itself will be frightened and begin 
to tremble, the sea leave its basin, the heavens 
tear asunder, and men perish in great numbers, 
and the eagles of the air feast upon their still 
quivering bodies. . . . The sun becomes dim, 
the earth sinks into the ocean, the stars fall 
from heaven, and time is no more. 


“After this Alfador (the Almighty) will 


cause a new heaven and a new earth to arise 
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out of the sea. The new earth, filled with 
abundance, will spontaneously produce its 
fruits without care or labor.”—Treasures of 
the Northland, pp. 307, 308. 


“The Teutonic or Anglo-Saxon races had 
anciently no surnames, or family names, like 
the Romans. ... As in England, many 
names ending in ‘son’ or ‘sen’ have already be- 
come family names in Scandinavian countries, 
but the custom is not generally adhered to by 
Scandinavians in America.” — Treasures of the 


Northland, p. 325. 


“The Scandinavian peoples are of the near- 
est kin to the English, with whom they mixed 
their blood during the occupation of the north 
half of England and parts of Scotland in the 
ninth century and later. The Scandinavian 
languages are also the languages most akin to 
the English language, both in vocabulary and 
style, especially since the Scandinavian do- 
minion in Britain, when the two languages 
blended.”—Treasures of the Northland, p. 
Oey i. 


“The English people (and hence their de- 
scendants) are largely, if not chiefly, of Scan- 
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dinavian descent. The Jutes and Angles, who 
made Britain English, were next-door neigh- 
bors to the Danes before their migration to 
Britain in the fifth century and later; and in 
the ninth and following centuries Great 
Britain was thickly settled by Danes and Nor- 
wegians, especially northern England and parts 
of Scotland, also the Isle of Man, parts of Ire- 
land, and the islands west and north of Scot- 
land, particularly the Orkneys and Shetlands, 
which became wholly Norse.”—Treasures of 
the Northland, p. 329. 


“Who were these primitive Britons? They 
were a mixture of Angles, Saxons, and Jutes. 
The Angles came from the duchy of Sles- 
wig; there is to this day a district in the south- 
ern part of Sleswig between Slie and the arm 
of the Baltic called the Flensborg Fjord, 
known as the Angeln, which doubtless ac- 
counts for the name England. ‘The Saxons 
came from the country between the Elbe and 
the Eider, and the Jutes from the upper part 
of Sleswig in South Jutland, Denmark. Col- 
lectively these tribes were known as North- 
men, sometimes Norsemen, and they include 
the entire Scandinavian race. . . . The simi- 
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larity of the language of the two nations 
[Denmark and England] greatly assisted the 
Danes in subduing the country. While they 
were called Danes, it should be remembered 
that this term included at that time the in- 
habitants of Norway and Sweden. .. . 


“The Old Norse root of the English lan- 
guage was preserved, and most of the common 
words then in use among the people of Eng- 
land have remained practically the same as 
in the language of their Scandinavian progeni- 
tors.” —Treasures of the Northland, pp. 
332-334. 


“The English language possesses a charm- 
ing facility for alliteration which greatly en- 
hances its value for poetic expression—an in- 
heritance from the Northmen, whose songs 
and ‘sagas’ teem with this form of versifica- 
tion, while its adaptability to rhyming by the 
use of words of similar sound is largely owing 
to its great store of related terms and the in- 
fluence of the Norman-French, which... 
is a mixture of Anglo-Saxon or Old Scandi- 
navian and Latin, as modified by the Gauls.” 
—Treasures of the Northland, p. 336. 
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The qualities spoken of by A. C. Clausen 
as characteristic of the ancient Vikings would 
be equally well chosen to describe the Israel- 
ites, or the Anglo-Saxon race of today. No 
one can read the history of the tribes of Israel 
without discovering their strong individuality, 
their love of freedom and desire for independ- 
ence. Firmness and determination in a 
marked degree were also manifested in their 
conduct of affairs, either for good or for evil. 
What is true in this respect to Israel is equally 
true as to the Anglo-Saxon race. We see it in 
every line of their history. 


The Anglo-Saxon retains the marks of his 
individuality wherever his lot is cast. _ His 
firmness and determination are unquestioned, 
as also his love of freedom and desire for in- 
dependence. It may also be said that decep- 
tion and cunning are intolerable to him, and 
that as a race they have a high regard for 
women. If the argument used by the writer 
proves anything as to race, it applies with 
equal force both to Israelite and Anglo- 
Saxon. It is agreed that the Northmen and 
Anglo-Saxons are related, and we welcome the 
statement that they differed in these qualities 
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from the heathen races by which they were 
surrounded. 


That they had a belief in heaven and hell 
would also indicate that sometime in their 
previous history their religious teachers had 
received a message from some source by which 
rewards were promised to the good and pun- 
ishment to the bad, and that this had a ten- 
dency to make them brave, independent, 
honest, just, charitable, prudent, temperate, 
and liberty-loving. Their respect for old age, 
hospitality, and charity to the poor; temper- 
ance in gratifying the senses as well as in the 
exercise of power; contentment and cheerful- 
ness, modesty and politeness—a desire for the 
better things of life, show that sometime in 
their earlier history they had been well in- 
structed. They were heathen, and surrounded 
by heathen nations, but were different from 
others, even as Israel was different from the 
nations by which she was surrounded, and as 
the Anglo-Saxon is different in racial traits 
from many races today. 

That the Scandinavians, Danes, and Anglo- 
Saxons are related, the charactertistics of their 
people indicate, but when we agree to this we 
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must also take into account the characteris- 
tics of the tribes of Israelites that formerly had 
been placed in “Halah and Habor by the river 
of Gazan and in the cities of the Medes.” (2 
Kings 17: 6.) 


It will be well for us to pause and inquire 
what has become of the ten tribes of Israel. 
They can not be irredeemably lost, for if we 
were to admit this we must also admit the 
promises of God to Israel have failed. We are 
not prepared to do this. We believe the word 
of prophecy which has gone forth shall not re- 
turn unto God void, but rather that it shall 
prosper to a complete fulfillment. The trend 
of emigration was westward and northward. 
Their enemies were to the east and to the 
south; therefore, it is fair to assume that they 
are to be found to the north and to the west 
of the land of Media, where they were placed 
by the Assyrian king. If they are not rep- 
resented today by the northern and western 
nations, where are they? 

These nations have the characteristics of 
ancient Israel to a degree that no other nations 
have. Their holdings in the earth fill the pre- 
dictions made to Israel, and the holdings of 
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no other nation can at all be made to answer 
the same purpose. The United States of 
America can rightfully claim a share in this, 
for many of her citizens are of the same racial 
stock. 

When we are told it was a firm belief of 
these people that the time would come when 
all the visible creation would suffer and be 
destroyed, it was not far from the belief of 
the ancient prophets of Israel who declared 
that the present earth should wax old as doth 
a garment, and that in due course a new 
heaven and a new earth should appear, in 
which should dwell righteousness. 

When they expressed the belief that the 
new earth should be filled with abundance, 
and produce its fruits without care or labor, 
it differed but little from the promise of the 
Lord, through Isaiah, who said: 


“Behold, I create new heavens and a new 
earth: . . . And they shall build houses, and 
inhabit them; and they shall plant vineyards, 
and eat the fruit of them. They shall not build, 
and another inhabit; they shall not plant, and 
another eat: for as the days of a tree are the 
days of my people, and mine elect shall long 
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enjoy the work of their hands.”’—Isaiah 65: 
17-22. 


If they are not the descendants of Israel, 
from whence came the doctrine of a heaven 
and hell, a new heaven and a new earth? Is 
it not probable that the tribes having lapsed 
into heathenism, because of their idolatry, 
would still retain, at least by tradition, some 
of the teachings of the former prophets? 

If nearly all English words that deal with 
home life are Scandinavian, it may be accepted 
as an indication of tribal affinity, but it does 
not prove either of them to be of Teutonic 
origin. This is true also of the surnames, or 
family names. While it is accepted that 
anciently the Anglo-Saxons and Scandinavians 
had none, while the Romans had, it must also 
be remembered that this is equally true of the 
Hebrews. 

It may be true that the Scandinavians are 
of the nearest kin to the English, but it can 
hardly be accounted for by the mixture of 
blood during the occupation of England. 
Fighting people rarely intermarry often 
enough to affect family or tribal traits. 

The Scandinavian languages may be nearest 
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akin to the English in vocabulary and style, 
and the two languages may have blended more 
or less from the residence of the Northmen in 
England, but this would not be sufficient rea- 
son to account for the similarity. It is more 
logical to believe that, some hundreds of years 
previous to the time now considered, their 
ancestors had lived in closer proximity, had 
used the same language, but that having sepa- 
rated, and mingling more or less in their mi- 
grations with peoples of other tribes and lan- 
guages, the language of each had undergone 
considerable change, and yet when centuries 
had passed, marked similarities still existed. 


The statement that the English people and 
their descendants are largely of Scandinavian 
stock, is open to question. Because the Jutes 
and Angles were next-door neighbors to the 
Danes is not proof that they are of Scandi- 
navian origin. It is more reasonable to be- 
lieve they had a common ancestry than to be- 
lieve that the one descended from the other. 
It is true the Northmen, Danes, and finally 
the Normans, invaded England, but to insist 
that the English people descended from one 
particular branch of these is futile. When 
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we say they have all descended from a common 
ancestry, we present a more formidable propo- 
sition, and, we believe, a true one. 


We know from whence the settlers of Eng- 
land came when they crossed over from 
Europe, and we recognize the similarity in 
language, and believe them to have had a 
common ancestry. The difficulty with writ- 
ers has been to prove from whence they came 
prior to settlements which were established in 
Denmark and the northwestern parts of 
Europe. This has been made more difficult 
because it has been assumed that they are of 
Teutonic origin. Others have contended, and 
seemingly have offered strong proofs, that 
they are descendants of the tribes of Israel 
which were transported from their own land 
some seven centuries before Christ, and which 
have been spoken of by many as the “Lost 
Tribes.” Professor Totten made a distinction, 
declaring that Germany represents Assyria, 
and the Northern Nations the tribes of Israel. 
Edward Hine contends that the Germans and 
Anglo-Saxons living for a time in the same 
part of Europe is not proof of a common an- 
cestry. As the trend of emigration has for

many centuries been westward, it is not dif- 
ficult to conceive that both Assyrians and 
Israelites may have emigrated in the same di- 
rection, and thus have caused a misapprehen- 
sion as to a common ancestry. 

It is easy for us to accept the statement that 
there is much in common in the Scandinavian 
and English languages, but difficult for us to 
conceive of the English as being of Scandi- 
navian origin. To say the English language 
possesses facility for poetic expression, and 
claim this as an inheritance from the North- 
men is a strange idea. The English have not 
had to borrow, nor have they received aught 
from any other nation in this respect, except 
as it may have come from the Israelitish. 
English poetry, in many respects, reminds us 
of the poetic expression of Biblical poetry, and 
if it is a fact that the songs and “sagas” of the 
Northmen teem with a simple form of versi- 
fication, it may be accepted as an indication 
of a common ancestry, but not as an indica- 
tion of the English people being of Scandi- 
navian stock. 


As to change of language, Lillian Eichler 
has this to say: 
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“When a tribe split up and its numbers were 
separated for only one or two generations, 
they were scarcely able to understand one an- 
other when they came together again.” —The 
Customs of Mankind, p. 134. 


OUR ENGLISH GRANDFATHERS 


George P. Brown, quoting from Tacitus, 
says: 


“They were a fine, unmixed, and independ- 
ent race, unlike any other people, . . . with 
clear blue eyes, ruddy hair, of large and robust 
frames, but with a strength which only ap- 
pears when aroused to sudden effort. They 
will be the slaves of no man; they respect their 
women, and hold them in love and honor. 
. . . Fierce and cruel in war, they are con- 
tent, when the war is over, to lay aside the 
sword and spear, and to plow their fields and 
to cultivate their lands in peace and quiet.” 
—The Story of Our English Grandfathers, 
p. 9. (Introduction. ) 


These traits of character are not confined 
to any one of the races we have named, but 
are found in Danish, Scandinavian, Anglo- 
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Saxon, and Israelitish history, and when 
Tacitus states that our English ancestors were 
an unmixed and independent race, unlike any 
other people, we can but ask: If they were 
not of Israel, who were they? and where at 
that time could Israel be found? This was in 
the eighth century from their dispersion, and 
their numbers must have been great. Where, 
if not in Europe, were they? and if in Europe, 
but still not the people spoken of, what had 
become of them? Where were they at that 
time sojourning? 


GREAT BRITAIN IN THE WAR 


This was the subject of a sermon preached 
from the text, “Look unto the rock whence 
ye are hewn” (Isaiah 51:1), by the rector 
of Holy Trinity Church, Reverend Doctor 
S. Mills Hayes, Lincoln, Nebraska, Sunday 
morning, December 16, 1917, as reported by 
the Nebraska State Journal, Monday, Decem- 
bersl7,. 1917. 

The following extracts are taken from said 
report: 


“I propose to speak today upon Great 
Britain in the war. This subject ought to be 
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interesting to us, because England is indeed 
‘the rock from whence we are hewn.’ The 
majority of the people of the United States 
are wholly or partially of English descent, and 
look upon England as the mother country. In 
addition to our racial heritage most of our in- 
stitutions are of English origin. Our system 
of elections, our representative government, 
our courts, our trial by jury, our congress, our 
political divisions, are modeled after English 
forms. . . . Even the American Revolution 
was fought for the maintenance of English 
law and English rights, the principle of ‘no 
taxation without representation’ for which 
our fathers contended was a principle to main- 
tain which as a corner stone of English liberties 
the English people had crimsoned their fields 
with their blood for centuries. 


“England is the bulwark of a free civiliza- 
tion. To comprehend the greatness of the 
island kingdom, one must take a trip around 
the world and visit the colonies and nations 
sustained by the English spirit. It is inspiring 
to witness the loyalty of her dependencies and 
to realize that these provinces are bound to 
England, not by armies or trade, but by a 
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spiritual force, by an idea, by a recognition of 
England’s justice and sense of liberty. 

“The power of England comes from its his- 
toric continuity. . . . It is to England that 
we turn in order to reassure ourselves that 
freedom is not a dream, but a gracious pres- 
ence who will actually live among us. It is 
the continuity of English history that makes 
England a ‘rock of ages’ in the cause of liberty. 

“Representative government, taxation with 
representation, trial by jury, free speech, a free 
press—these institutions, if not actually origi- 
nating in England, were saved for us today by 
England’s continuity of national life and love 
of freedom. These great institutions are our 
heritage from England. It is because England 
has established these institutions in her colonies 
that the British Empire is a world empire. 

. . Now in the stress of war her clans are 
gathering around her. The heroism of the 
soldiers of Canada, Australia, South Africa, 
India, is the noblest tribute that her sons can 
pay to her maternal care. What will she do 
in the immediate future with the United 
States by her side? The two great English- 
speaking peoples will never lay down their 
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arms until they have established the liberty of 
mankind on foundations not to be shaken.” — 
Reverend Doctor S. Mills Hayes. 


THE LION AND THE UNICORN 


The lion and the unicorn were used to rep- 
resent Israel’s power among the nations. 
Balaam, speaking of Israel, said: 


“He hath as it were the strength of an uni- 
corn: he shall eat up the nations his enemies, 
and shall break their bones, and pierce them 
through with his arrows. He couched, he lay 
down as a lion, and as a great lion; who shall 
stir him up?”—Numbers 24: 8, 9. 


Jacob said of Judah: “Judah is a lion’s 
whelp: . . . He couched as a lion, and as an 
old lion; who shall rouse him up?”—Genesis 
49: 9. 


Professor Totten says: “Now the unicorn is 
without doubt the insignia of Israel, and par- 
ticularly of Joseph, in that Ephraim is his 
elected son and represents him, or the ten 
tribes. . . . At the death of Solomon the 
unicorn separated from the lion. . . . It has 
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never been lost to man that Judah was the 
Guelph (whelp) Victoria’s family, for she is 
a lineal descendant of the Scottish and thus 
Orecueeinshekinegs: a twas Fergus 7. 
who carried the red lion on the field of gold 
over to Scotland, and James the First . 
brought it down to England. . . . The lion 
of the tribe of Judah and the unicorn of Eng- 
land, and the motto of Benjamin on the ban- 
ner of Great Britain, float over London’s keep, 
and there is no hand of might that can take it 
down. 

“The lion tribe and the Guelph—Judah— 
rules the fifth and final empire, Daniel’s 
fifth. It is that of Our Race. The Anglo- 
Saxon conglomerate, the northern hive of na- 
tions is out of Abraham’s loins, and Ephraim, 
or England, is its present phase. 

“There is no earthly power that can with- 
stand Our Race. There is no weapon fashioned 
against it that can prosper. It is literally the 
battle axe of the man of war, and it is the same 
man that led the tribes up out of Egypt that 
leads them back tomorrow out of the north 
country.” —The Bear and Lion, Our Race 
News-Leaflet, pp. 9-11. 
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We know that the lion and the unicorn is 
the insignia of Great Britain, and we are told 
that “one of the most ancient forms of India’s 
insignia . . . is the lion and the unicorn and 
the Shield of Britannia.”—The Bear and Lion, 
Our Race News-Leaflet, p. 13. 


A great deal is said at times about the un- 
rest of India under British rule, but at the late 
Queen Victoria’s Jubilee, after sixty years of 
reign, the nobles of India were much in evi- 
dence; and during the Great War of the na- 
tions India sent many of her sons to fight in 
defense of the Empire. 


The author of the Anglo-Israel Post Bag 
asks: ““Why should the Anglo-Saxon people, 
springing from Great Britain, now cover ‘the 
coasts of the earth,’ and fulfill the promise 
made to Ephraim of being ‘a multitude of na- 
tions,’ have, in every latitude and longitude, 
upon their National Standard, the emblems of 
the lion and the unicorn? These signs belong 
to no other races). itis eee asioniticant 
fact that these are very similar emblems to 
those which were given to Israel (Numbers 
24: 8, 9)... . Everything must have had 
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some origin. What was the origin of the Eng- 
lish lion and unicorn?”—Anglo-Israel Post 
Bass pp..l)9, T60 


Edward Hine says: “It is impossible that 
Israel should be separated from connection 
with ‘the lion and the unicorn,’ because the 
Scriptures declare the lion and the unicorn to 
be her emblems. ‘And the remnant of Jacob 
shall be among the Gentiles as a lion’ (Micah 
$: 8). ‘He hath as it were the strength of an 
unicorn’ (Numbers 23: 22). ‘He hath as it 
were the strength of an unicorn. . . . He 
couched, he lay down as a lion’ (Numbers 
24: 8, 9; Deuteronomy 33: 17). 

It is strange, to say the least, that England 
of all the nations should have the identical 
emblems as used in prophecy as types of Is- 
rael’s strength and power. 


THE STONE OF SCONE 
Of the many mysterious theories with 
which we are called to deal, perhaps none are 
greater than those connected with the Stone 
of Scone, upon which the kings and queens of 
Freland, Scotland, and England for many cen- 
turies have been crowned. In Appleton’s 
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Journal, of May, 1879, appears an article on 
this subject, full of interest to those who care 
for the curious things of history, especially 
for those dealing with what is sometimes called 
the Anglo-Israel theory. The article is from 
the pen of Treadwell Walden, and is worthy 
of very careful reading. Among other things 
he says: 


“In the history of Scotland a shadowy train 
of events crept silently and surely from age to 
age... . After the short, sharp struggle 
against ‘Union’ was over, they discovered the 
fullness of what had happened: not only a 
king of Scottish royal blood on the English 
throne, but Saxon and Celt gone back into 
territorial ‘Britain’ again, rivals no longer ex- 
cept in a common prosperity and the pursuit 
of a common endeavor.” 


Speaking of the Stone of Scone, he says: 
“This rough-hewed fragment, so widely 
known as the Stone of Scone, and occupying 
no less a distinguished place than the Corona- 
tion Chair of the British Empire, would, if seen 
anywhere else, attract no more attention than 
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an ordinary block of building stone which had 
lain long neglected or rejected. 


“Had it been the Black Stone of Mecca 
itself, it could not have been more carefully 
guarded or sacredly canopied than it has been, 
from a period whereto the memory of man 
runneth not to the contrary. 


“There are . . . iron rings at either end, 
as if it had been equipped for transportation 
whenever necessary; conveying the impression 
that it actually had, according to its story, 
undergone many and long pilgrimages. 


“Putting together this character as a 
permanent seat (it was only removed twice 
during the thousand years in which we can 
with some distinctness trace it) and the fact 
of these iron rings, as betokening flight or 
migration, we have, besides a suggestive corre- 
spondence to the legendary account of its 
wanderings, a strong implication of that hal- 
lowed, fatal character also which made it, like 
the regalia of a kingdom or the Aue Pix 
itself, an object of reverent solicitude, to be 
protected as much by a quick removal in a 
moment of danger as by the stationary 
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‘privilege of sanctuary’ in an abbey or 
Beigel 3 es 

“In Ireland it was taken to the royal hill of 
Tara, where it was known as ‘Lia Fail’ (which 
is Irish-Celtic for the Stone of Destiny). 
Upon it the kings were crowned. . . . 

“In the course of time . . . Fergus, son of 
Erc, in imitation of his forefather Brec, de- 
termined to found a new kingdom, over the 
strait, in Pictland, and actually did settle ‘The 
Land of the Scots’ above spoken of, taking the 
Stone with him as something auspicious 
wherewith to start a destiny on that virgin soil 
for his proposed new royal line. . . . 

“About the year 840, Kenneth MacAlpine, 
King of Scots, fell heir through a marital alli- 
ance with the royal line of the Picts, to the 
united kingdoms of Pictland and Scotland. 
. . . Scone was made the capital city of the 
kingdom, and here, to the last, all its kings 
were crowned—seated by the Thanes of Fife 
upon the Stone of Fate.” 


No one can tell when the prophecy arose 
concerning this wonderful stone, but it was 
rendered by Sir Walter Scott, in the following 
lines: 
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“Unless the Fates are faithless grown, 
And Prophet’s voice be vain, 
Where’er is found this Sacred Stone 
The Scottish Race shall reign.” 


“For two hundred years after the reign of 
Kenneth MacAlpine, we see the history of 
Scotland as through an Highland mist . . . 
coming into view under the outward pressure 
of wars with the sea-kings, Norsemen and 
Saxons. . . . Macbeth himself was duly en- 
throned upon the Stone of Scone, as was Mal- 
colm Canmore afterward; and for two hun- 
dred years more we have the repeated records 
of these coronations under the shadow of its 
abbey, through all the furious wars with Eng- 
land, until Edward the First . . . seized upon 
the Stone, and removed it, with the state 
records, the regalia, and the Holy Rood, to 
England. . . . When he took it away, the act 
was like tearing the heart out of the kingdom. 
The universal anguish of the Scots proclaimed 
how momentous was the deed.” —Appleton’s 
Journal, May, 1879, pp. 385-390. 


Every reader of Biblical history will in con- 
sidering this remember the incident of Israel 
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when at war with the Philistines taking the 
“ark of the covenant” into camp. “All Israel 
shouted with a great shout, so that the earth 
rang again.” —1 Samuel 4:5. 


Their enemies were afraid, but they fought 
valiantly, and Israel was overcome, we are 
told, because of transgression. This was a 
time of great national sorrow to Israel, for 
they felt that the glory of God was departed 
from them. Evidently the Scots felt the same 
when the Stone of Scone was ruthlessly 
wrested from them. 


“The chair in which it was deposited— 
resting on four lions sejant, half roused and 
braced, as if expectant—henceforth became a 
memorable figure in the realm. . . . Every 
sovereign of England, since Edward the First, 
has been enthroned upon it, ... and the 
ceremony of placing the English monarch 
upon the Scottish Stone shares with that of 
placing the crown upon his head. . . . When 
he is seated there, the people shout, He sits 
upon the Stone of Destiny. On no other oc- 
casion does it stir from the place it has occu- 
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pied for six hundred years, in the Chapel of 
the Kings. . . . 

“Edward builded better than he knew when - 
he built this throne around the Stone; for he 
built a symbol as true to the event as the 
mystic fragment has proved itself to be, whose 
prediction he hoped to foil but only aided to 
fulfill. Britain has realized his dream of 
Union. He thought he could obtain it 
through his . . . sword, but he unwittingly 
wrought its true omen in the composition 
and the burden of the coronation chair. . . . 

“All through these centuries England is en- 
gaged in processes, semiconsciously, which 
are to result in a united empire; Scotland is 
engaged in processes, altogether unconsciously, 
of a character so involuntary, so occult, so in- 
evitable and powerful in their consequences 
upon England, as to look like the working of 
necessitation in that direction. It is in the 
nature of England’s occupation to build an 
empire, it is in the nature of Scotland’s position 

. to provide the chief corner stone. . . . 

“I see . . . Scotland gathering more and 
more the royal blood of England into her 
veins, which, operating through both the 
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human and the national constitution, brings 
after a while a sovereign of Scotland on the 
throne of England with a moral prestige as 
well as a legal right to keep him in his 
placem kan. 


“England has given all the greater voice to 
the destiny which .. . entered into her 
history and influenced the form of her govern- 
ment. Each part of her throne may stand, 
like those of the Chair of Destiny, on a lion 
sejant, in one of the four quarters of the globe; 
its deep arms may embrace an ambition to rule 
the world; its broad back, resting in a Gothic 
age and braced by Magna Charta, may rise to 
the pinnacle of constitutional perfection: yet 
her monarchs will come into it one by one and 
pass away, but Scotland will remain in mem- 
ory as in dynasty, in character as in destiny, 
unchanged on her own especial seat beneath, 
a perpetual and treasured presence . . . bear- 
ing in her bosom the intimation of still vaster 
issues which shall enter into the progress and 
development of the world through the spread 
of the British Empire and the prevalence of 
the English tongue: 
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“ “Where’er is found this sacred Stone 
The Scottish Race shall reign.’ 


“I see her blooming under the arch of Eng- 
land’s chair, with such a capacity of brain and 
blood released as no one ever dreamed lay 
latent upon her bare and rugged hills. . . . I 
see revived the ancient spirit of the race from 
whose loins she sprung; the selfsame spirit 
which poured the Celtic hordes into Europe 
from the east, in an age unknown, bearing the 
‘baetulia’ of Destiny fresh from the traditions 
of Jacob’s dream, now sending back its long 
pent-up volume from the ‘Land of the moun- 
tain and the flood,’ into the remotest regions 
of the globe. ‘In every corner of the world 
you will find a Scot.’ Wherever the ensign 
of Britain floats, the tartan is on guard. 
‘Malcolm’ stands besides ‘Siward,’ shoulder to 
shoulder, at the gate of a common conquest; 
the blood of Scottish ‘thanes’ and English 
‘earls,’ of Celtic clans and Saxon tribes, beating 
with double action in a single heart. . . . 

“O Stone of Scone! was this the secret 
whispered to thee when locked in the red 
bosom of Argyll? Was this the burden of the 
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Highland winds when they sang above thee 
in the wild ages past? . . . "Iwas no blind 
eyed Destiny that wrought behind thee: it was 
the Providence of God; no dark wizard’s hand 
that sent thee here: but Faith and Hope were 
the ancient seers who bade thee wait for this.” 
—Treadwell Walden, Appleton’s Journal, vol. 
6, pp. 385-402. 


We are told by an extensive footnote, that 
since writing the article quoted from, “the 
writer has fallen in with a book, entitled Lost 
Israel Found, which has made more serious use 
of the Runic Stone. . . . It announces that 
the English people, having originally emi- 
grated from Media, whither the ten tribes 
were deported and were ‘lost,’ are themselves 
these ‘Lost Tribes.’ The story of the Stone is 
given in detail. It seems that it was preserved 
in the Temple with the other relics; . 
that, on the destruction of the Temple, these 
were brought away by the Prophet Jeremiah; 
that he and Baruch in the year 580 B. C., ac- 
companied by Tepha, a beautiful princess, a 
lineal descendant of King David, landed on 
the coast of Ireland at the moment of a dy- 
nastic change in the Celtic house; that Tepha 
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was duly espoused to Eochaid Second, on 
condition of his adopting the true faith, and 
the Stone was used to enthrone them, and 
hence descended to Erc, who went over to the 
Land of the Scots, and thence, as we have seen, 
it became the Stone of Destiny to the Scottish 
line, and duly arrived at its place in West- 
minster Abbey. This grand relic, therefore, 
is a visible evidence that Queen Victoria, 
through her Celtic descent, via Tara and 
Scone, is a lineal daughter of David. . . . The 
words ‘Lia Phail and ‘Scuit are found to be of 
Hebrew origin, and the distich is made to read: 


“ “Wherever this Stone Wonderful is found, 
The Wanderers’ race shall reign.’ 


“The Scot must therefore abdicate the 
Throne of Fate, and give place to the older 
Hebrew.” —Appleton’s Journal, vol. 6, p. 402. 


I haven’t the means at hand to either prove 
or disprove what is above stated; but since this 
was written, many articles and some books 
have appeared dealing with this question. I 
have before me now what purports to be a 
report of the “First World Convention of 
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those who believe the British are descendants 


of the Lost Tribes.” 


From this I quote, “Jeremiah and his com- 
pany met Prince Heremon on the mounds of 
Tara, where the Israelitish tribe of Dan were 
holding a celebration. Here Tea Pephi, of the 
royal line of David, and Prince Heremon, also 
of the tribe of Judah, were married, and 
through them the royal government of Ireland 
was set up on the mounds of Tara about 500 
years B. C. . . . In brief, the British-Israel- 
ites believe the Anglo-Saxon race is modern 
Israel. The two leading nations of Israel, they 
say, are Great Britain and the United States.” 


Whatever we may believe in regard to these 
matters, we must acknowledge that the writ- 
ers have presented some things of very great 
importance which we can not lightly pass by 
and put out of our minds by simply saying, 
We do not believe them to be true! 

Great Britain and the United States are 
great nations largely of the same race. Their 
holdings are a strong indication of the fulfill- 
ment of the prophecies to ancient Israel. This 
is not true of any other people. This of itself 
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sets them apart from the other nations. The 
loyalty of the Colonies to the British Empire 
is another seeming proof of the prophetic ut- 
terances. There are many things to be con- 
sidered in this connection, and it would not be 
wise to be hasty in judgment. 

Professor Totten, writing upon the subject, 
June, 1899, said, “Woe unto the gathered na- 
tions that essay to withstand Israel when she 
crusades home not long hence, with Judah in 
the modern lionistic phase in the ranks. This 
remnant [Judah’s] escaped to Ireland about 
587 to 580 B. C., and via Ireland and Scot- 
land, there being three overturnings, accord- 
ing to prophecy, got to Westminster with the 
coronation stone. The former with Edward, 
and the latter with James. The whole tech- 
nically, for the unicorn or ten tribes came 
overland. Heptarchy and Octarchy, seven or 
eight tribes, for then we Americans, Manasseh, 
were still with them. Now two tribes had 
already reached the islands; Dan who abode in 
ships was already in Ireland before Jeremiah 
got there, while Simeon, his fraternal ship- 
ping tribe, was in Wales; they are the Kumree. 
Later on little Benjamin, that is, the Normans, 
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Sons of Naaman with wolves on the prows of 
their ships, came over with William the Con- 
queror, ravening like wolves in the morning, 
divided the spoil in the Doomsday Book, and 
so all the tribes of Our Race were representa- 
tively in the isles afar off, as had been predicted 
from of old. In due time a branch of Joseph 
seated by that western wall in the isles ran over 
the wall, took root here further west, and was 
severed from the main trunk and became in- 
dependent, hence brothers John and Jonathan 
are none other mythically than Ephraim and 
Manasseh, whose obelisks, once outside the 
temple of On, their mother’s father’s temple, 
now decorate their modern sites in London 
and New York.’—The Bear and Lion, Our 
Race News-Leaflet, pp. 11, 12. 


These writers have searched diligently in 
history and in prophecy and have wrought out 
and presented to the world a story of romance 
that is strikingly real in so many of its 
features that our modern books of romance 
pale in insignificance in comparison. We are 
compelled to read again, to pause and consider, 
the statement of Moses when he says: 
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“Remember the days of old, consider the 
years of many generations: ask thy father, and 
he will show thee; thy elders, and they will 
tell thee. When the Most High divided to the 
nations their inheritance, when he separated 
the sons of Adam, he set the bounds of the 
people according to the number of the chil- 
dren of Israel. For the Lord’s portion is his 
people; Jacob is the lot of his inheritance.” — 
Deuteronomy 32: 7-9. 


Hosea said of Israel: “My God will cast 
them away, because they did not hearken unto 
him: and they shall be wanderers among the 
nations. —Hosea 9: 17, 


The same prophet also said: “I will heal 
their backsliding, I will love them freely: for 
mine anger is turned away from him. I will 
be as the dew to Israel: he shall grow as the 
lily, and cast forth his roots as Lebanon. His 
branches shall spread, and his beauty shall be 
as the olive tree, and his smell as Lebanon. 
They that dwell under his shadow shall re- 
turn; they shall revive as the corn, and grow 
as the vine: the scent thereof shall be as the 
wine of Lebanon. Ephraim shall say, What 
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have I to do any more with idols? I have 
heard him, and observed him: I am like a green 
fir tree. From me is thy fruit found. Who is 
wise, and he shall understand these things? 
prudent, and he shall know them? for the ways 
of the Lord are right, and the just shall walk 
in them: but the transgressors shall fall 
therein.” —Hosea 14: 4-9.

A CONTINUATION OF THE SUBJECT 


Upon the completion of the foregoing 
pages it was my intention to consider work 
upon the subject finished, but after more ex- 
tended reading and study I have concluded to 
supplement my former work by the addition 
of a few chapters. I do not claim for myself 
any special inspiration, but feel that by read- 
ing what others have written, and having 
been a student of the Bible for many years, 
and being interested in the wonderful promises 
made to Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, and 
through them to the whole House of Israel, of 
which the Ten Tribes are an important part, 
and seeing clearly that many of the promises 
are made specifically to the seed of Joseph, of 
whom Ephraim was to be the greater, I can 
shed some additional light upon this very in- 
teresting subject. 

While the promises of God, as contained in 
Holy Writ, many of them, are plain and di- 
rect, we must remember some of them were 
made hundreds or thousands of years ago. We 
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must therefore look for the fulfillment of 
them in connection with the history, not only 
of the people to whom they were given, but 
also of other nations. Students agree that 
Ephraim was strong among the Ten Tribes 
when they rebelled in the days of Rehoboam 
and formed a separate government known as 
the Kingdom of Israel. Also, that having 
lapsed into idolatry, they in due time became 
subject to the Assyrians, who later removed 
them from their own land, placing them “in 
Halah and Habor by the river of Gozan, and 
in the cities of the Medes.” (2 Kings 17: 6.) 


It is also clear that although they were over- 
come by their enemies, and became dispersed 
among the nations, yet the Lord who had 
said, “I will cause to cease the kingdom of the 
House of Israel” (Hosea 1: 4), also said, “Yet 
the number of the children of Israel shall be as 
the sand of the sea, which can not be measured 
nor numbered.” He also said, “I will allure, 
and bring her into the wilderness, and speak 
comfortably unto her. And I will give her 
vineyards from thence, and the valley of 
Achor for a door of hope: and she shall sing 
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there, as in the days of her youth, and as in 
the days when she came up out of the land of 
Bey pte a OSa alto). 


Accepting the testimony of the prophets as 
true, we must admit that although Israel 
sinned and was punished; was overcome and 
dispersed, yet the promises made concerning 
them, that they should be “‘as the sand of the 
sea? for numbers, and thatthe Lord would 
“allure, and bring her [them] into the wilder- 
ness, and speak comfortably unto her,” show 
that God had not forsaken them, but rather 
had given them “‘the Valley of Achor as a door 
of hope.” In due time their condition was to 
be changed for the better, and they were to 
“sing there, as in the days of her youth, and as 
in the day when she came up out of the land 
on Eeypts -Hoseal2:/15. 

They were to be “many days without a 
king, and without a prince, and without a 
sacrifice, and without an image, and without 
an ephod, and without teraphim.’—Hosea 
3: 4. Afterward they were to return and seek 
the Lord, and to fear the Lord and his good- 
ness in the latter days. 

We are living in the “latter days.” Is it 
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surprising that the students of scripture, who 
accept these statements as coming by authority 
of the Most High, should study carefully the 
history of the nations in connection with 
these? Is it possible for us to accept the 
thought that the major portion of the seed of 
Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob are lost, and that 
their identity shall never more be established? 
If so, then what becomes of the word of the 
Lord, of which he said: “It shall not return 
unto me void, but it shall accomplish that 
which I please, and it shall prosper in the 
thing whereto I sent it.”—Isaiah 55: 11. 


That the Lord caused “‘to cease the kingdom 
of the house of Israel?” is an acknowledged 
fact, but that he also promised a restoration, 
numerical strength, a door of hope, is equally 
true. “Seek, and ye shall find” was the teach- 
ing of the Master while on earth. It is equally 
true today. Without seeking there is but 
little finding. We recognize this in the 
physical world; ought we not to “seek” for the 
things of the kingdom? 

In the early seventies of the last century a 
man in the city of Auburn, New York, built 
a flying machine. He believed it would prove 
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a success. He had it on exhibition on the fair 
grounds. He explained the principle to his 
auditors, some of whom believed his theory. 
He invited a number to be present to see its 
initial flight. When the test was made, it 
failed. The people laughed him to scorn; but 
today the flying machine is an accomplished 
fact. Inventors were seeking to apply the cor- 
rect principle, and they continued until suc- 
cess was assured. May we not hope that in the 
due time of the Lord the ten tribes of Israel, 
now said to be lost, may be discovered? 

When the disciples asked the Master, “Lord, 
wilt thou at this time restore the kingdom to 
Israel,” he said: “It is not for you to know the 
times or the seasons, which the Father hath 
put in his own power” (Acts 1: 6, 7), so we 
shall with patience wait, and still pray, “Thy 
kingdom come,” until the purposes of God are 
made manifest. 


THE VISION OF DRY BONES 


In the 37th chapter of Ezekiel we have a 
graphic account of the condition of the whole 
house of Israel as it was at that time, with 
promise of a restoration under the figure of a 
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resurrection. At the time the hand of the 
Lord was upon the prophet, the children of 
Israel were said to be dead. There were very 
many of them, and they were shown as dry 
bones. The Spirit of the Lord carried the 
prophet, and set him down in the midst of the 
valley and caused him to pass round about. He 
noticed that they were many and that they 
were dry. The question was then asked him, 
“Can these bones live?” He replied, “O Lord 
God, thou knowest.” He was then com- 
manded to prophesy upon them, and to say, 
“O ye dry bones, hear the word of the Lord. 
Thus saith the Lord God unto these bones: 
Behold, I will cause breath to enter into you, 
and ye shall live: and I will lay sinews upon 
you, and will bring up flesh upon you, and 
cover you with skin, and put breath in you, 


and ye shall live; and ye shall know that I am 
the Lord.” 


This prophecy was given 587 B. C. This 
was about one hundred and fifty years subse- 
quent to the dispersion of the ten tribes, and 
soon after Judah had been taken to Babylon. 
At this time both the kingdom of Israel and

the house of Judah were in captivity, therefore 
they were said to be dead (nationally). 

The prophet prophesied as he had been com- 
manded, and saw these “dry bones” come to- 
gether with a great noise and with a shaking, 
“bone to bone”; yet “there was no breath 
[life] in them.” Then he was commanded 
yet again to prophesy, and to say, ““Come from 
the four winds, O breath, and breathe upon 
these slain, that they may live.” The prophet 
did as he was commanded, “and the breath 
came into them, and they lived, and stood 
upon their feet, an exceeding great army.” 

While it is true this was but a vision, yet 
the lesson taught is very plain. The whole 
house of Israel is here represented. They are 
at the time of the vision dead, so far as national 
government is concerned. But a change is 
to come with a great noise and a shaking; and 
the four winds of the earth are to breathe 
upon, and bring life to them. They are to 
live and stand upon their feet, an exceeding 
great army. We are told plainly that the 
whole house of Israel is represented, and, of 
course, this includes the ten tribes. This is 
in accord with many other predictions made 
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by prophets aforetime. We must either ac- 
cept this as being true, or else deny or question 
the authority of the Scriptures. 


The Lord declares that he will do this. He 
says: “Son of man, these bones are the whole 
house of Israel: behold, they say, Our bones 
are dried, and our hope is lost: we are cut off 
for our parts. ... Thus saith the Lord 
God; behold, O my people, I will open your 
graves, . . . and bring you into the land of 
Israel.” 


The Lord calls them his people, although 
they are at the time of the vision exiles in 
strange lands. He also declares that he will 
put his Spirit in them, and place them in their 
own land, and then they shall know that “I the 
Lord have spoken it, and performed it.” 

There is also a remarkable prediction made 
in the 21st verse of this chapter, as follows: 
“Thus saith the Lord God; Behold, I will take 
the children of Israel from among the heathen, 
whither they be gone, and will gather them on 
every side, and bring them into their own 


land.” 


Assuming the theory advanced, that por- 
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tions of these tribes had migrated westward 
and northward from Media, would it not be 
an exact fulfillment of the predictions made 
to find a large portion of them living in 
groups in the northwestern parts of Europe, 
waiting to be collected together in the time 
before appointed by the One who had prom- 
ised to bring them together again, with “a 
noise, and a shaking”? and to cause the breath 
(life) to come from the four winds to breathe 
upon them that they might live again, as a 
nation? This certainly seems to agree with 
the history of the Saxons, Jutes, Angles, 
Danes, and Northmen (Normans). This 
would be bringing together of “bone to his 
bone,” and it is certain that when they came 
together, “and stood upon their feet,” they 
were “an exceeding great army.” It took 
many years of toil and travail to pass from 
Media to the northern and western parts of 
Europe, and to assemble in force to subdue and 
take possession of the isle (England) in the 
western seas. Much noise and great shakings 
were endured before England was made safe as 
a resting place for the Saxon, Jute, Angle, and 
Norman. It was also a long stretch of years 
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from the battle of Hastings, between Norman 
and Saxon, to the time of the taking of Jeru- 
salem by the army of General Allenby, but we 
must remember that the eternal years are the 
periods in which Almighty God works. 

It was a grand gathering of Christians and 
Jews that met in mass assembly at Washington 
to commemorate the taking of Jerusalem by 
the British. At this meeting Rabbi Simon 
said: “As one of the household of Israel I am 
glad to be with you and rejoice with you to- 
day. The better Christians you are the more 
I love you, as love was the spirit in which the 
British entered Jerusalem. Instead of wild 
hurrahs the British ‘doffed their hats, led by 
the great general, who walked humbly on 
foot.” —Great Britain, Palestine, and the 
Jews, p. 83. 


We also quote from the American Jewish 
Chronicle, New York: “It is the first time in 
nearly two thousand years of our Diaspora 
that a Great Power has publicly recognized the 
Jewish nationality and its right to a home- 
land. . . . It is by no means pure accident 
that two mighty Anglo-Saxon nations and 
governments, Great Britain and the United 
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States of America, should be the first among 
the Great Powers to recognize the right of 
the Jews to a national homeland of their own, 
and thus publicly to recognize the nationality 
of the Jews. If the ancient Jewish mind, as it 
expressed itself in the Bible, ever influenced a 
great race and helped to shape its destinies and 
policies, it was the Anglo-Saxon race. For the 
past four hundred years the greatest pro- 
duction of Jewish genius, the Bible, has been 
a powerful factor in the life of the Anglo- 
Saxon race, and as soon as the Anglo-Saxons 
freed themselves from medievalism they be- 
gan to treat the Jews living among them with 
consideration and fairness, even before they 
were officially emancipated.” —Great Britain, 
Palestine, and the Jews, pp. 90, 91. 


We heartily agree with the statement that 
it is by no means pure accident that the Great 
Powers and governments of Great Britain and 
the United States of America should be the 
first among the Great Powers to recognize the 
right of the Jews to a national homeland of 
their own. We must acknowledge that in the 
providence of God it is theirs of right if we 
accept the fact that they are also of Israel, that 
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the United States represents Manasseh, and 
that Great Britain represents Ephraim. It will 
be difficult for those who reject the Anglo- 
Israel explanation of history and prophecy to 
account not only for this, but for many other 
events that are pressing upon us. We are liv- 
ing in an age when important changes are 
being made, and so far as the events mentioned 
are concerned, we can reverently say: 


“This was the Lord’s doing, and it is mar- 
velous in our eyes.” —Mark 12: 11. 


A MULTITUDE OF NATIONS 


The seed of Ephraim was to become, ac- 
cording to the blessing placed upon him by 
Jacob, “a multitude of nations.” 

Max O’Rell ridicules the Anglo-Israel 
theory, but in his book, John Bull and His 
Island, he says many things favorable to the 
claims of its advocates. After recounting the 
extent of the British Empire, he says: “He has 
acquired all this territory at the cost of rela- 
tively little bloodshed; he keeps it with an 
army considerably inferior in numbers to 
that of any of the other Great Powers, .. . 
in spite of which I am not aware that at the 
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present moment any of John’s possessions are 
the least in danger.”—John Bull and His 
Island, p. 2. 


“England, at heart, is generous: when she 
has conquered a people, she freely says to them, 
‘I forgive you.’ When she has achieved the 
conquest of a nation, she sets to work to organ- 
ize it; she gives it free institutions; allows it to 
govern itself; trades with it; enriches it, and 
endeavors to make herself agreeable to her new 
subjects.” — John Bull and His Island, p. 4. 


“When England gave her colonies the right 
of self-government, there were not wanting 
people to prophesy that the ruin of the Empire 
must be the result. Contrary to their expec- 
tation, however, the effect of this excellent 
policy has been to bind but closer the ties 
which held the colonies to the mother 
country. If England relied merely upon her 
bayonets to guard her empire, that empire 
would collapse like a house of cards; it is a 
moral force, something far more powerful 
than bayonets, that keeps it together.”—John 
Bull and His Island, p. 4. 


“Let an Englishman settle in any out-of- 
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the-way corner of the globe, and it will not be 
long before you see a Protestant church and a 
cricket field, the first two visible indications 
of an English Colony. The conquest of India 
was practically made by the East India Com- 
pany, that is to say, by a few London mer- 
chants.” —John Bull and His Island, p. 7. 

“At the extremity of the Red Sea, at Aden, 
he can quietly contemplate that finest jewel 
in his crown, the Indian Empire; an Empire 
of two hundred and forty millions of people, 
ruled by princes covered with gold and pre- 
cious stones, who black his boots, and are 


happy.” —John Bull and His Island, p. 2. 


This testimony is from the pen of a brilliant 
alien critic and gives us an estimate of the 
means by which the British Empire has become 
great, and finally “a multitude of nations.” 


BRITISH RULE IN INDIA 


Regarding British rule in India, the follow- 
ing extracts from a book, Two Years in India, 
by Reverend George W. Isham, will be of in- 
terest: 


“The rule of Great Britain over India was 
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not established by force of arms. It was 
brought about by the irresistible logic of con- 
ditions, necessities, and events, for which the 
English were not primarily responsible. . . . 
There is an eternal fitness in English empire in 
India. No other nation could do so well for 
India, nor could India be so useful to any other 
nation. 


“It is impossible to estimate or state all the 
benefits of English rule in India. We can 
only imagine what would be the state of things 
if India were left to herself, or were governed 
by some other nation. We know that English 
rule brings the Western civilization, with all 
that belongs to it—both the good and the bad 
—into conflict for supremacy with the an- 
cient systems and institutions of the East. A 
representative Englishman is a civilization in 
himself. He stands everywhere for all that is 
English. Put him down in what conditions or 
land you will, and, as far as he has the means 
and the power, he will express himself in 
building up about him the institutions that 
have been wrought into him from his infancy. 
His dogged tenacity for whatever is English, 
though somewhat trying to those Americans 
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who think that all good and glory are within 
our national borders, is, nevertheless, the very 
soul of Anglo-Saxon domination. By it they 
slowly, but effectively, overcame their Nor- 
man conquerors; by it they remain English 
in all the world; and by it they are making all 
the world English. Nothing has ever con- 
quered the Anglo-Saxons but Christianity; 
and Christianity, with the Anglo-Saxons for 
its missionaries, will conquer the world, just 
as surely as the ages come and go.”—Two 
Years in India, pp. 185-187. 


“England is so great that it takes an earth 
to give her people elbow room. Think of her 
crowding millions of strong-bodied and 
strong-souled men and women; of her ac- 
cumulated billions of wealth; of the serious, 
practical, industrious, adventurous spirit of 
her people; of the great number of her great 
men in all the lines on which greatness can re- 
veal itself, and do you wonder that her do- 
minion reaches every quarter of the globe; 
that Englishmen are braving all dangers, en- 
during all hardships, in searching out the 
obscure corners and hidden treasures of the 
earth, and English enterprise and capital are 
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building railroads and telegraphs, and pene- 
trating the wastes of barbarism with the lines 
of civilization and salvation?” —Two Years in 
India, p. 188. 


“India, under the dominion of her present 
rulers, gets all her people can be induced to 
receive of the benefits of English Christian 
civilization. She is being welded into a great 
empire. Peace and safety reign- throughout 
her borders. The ravages and outlawry of the 
Thugs and all such tribes have been entirely 
suppressed. Property and life are in even 
greater safety in most parts of India than in 
America.”—Two Years in India, p. 189. 


“Under English rule the most aggressive 
Protestant Christianity is establishing its insti- 
tutions of enlightenment, humanity, and 
evangelism, and sending forth the heralds of 
Jesus to preach the gospel to the salvation of 
many, and as a witness to all.” —T wo Years 
in India, p. 190. 


This is the testimony of a man who went as 
a missionary from Nebraska. There is no 
reason why it should be doubted. He served 
two years in India, as the title of his book 
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shows. It is clear testimony of a competent 
witness touching empire-builders bringing 
civilization, enlightenment, and blessings to 
humanity of all grades in proportion to their 
ability to receive. 


ENGLISHMEN IN INDIA, BY AN INDIAN

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THE TESTIMONY OF EX-PRESIDENTS ROOSE- 
VELT AND TAFT 


John R. Case, Chico, California, writes as 
follows: 


“It will be of interest to hear what Presi- 
dent Roosevelt said: ‘In India we encounter 
the most colossal example history affords of 
the successful administration by men of Euro- 
pean blood of a thickly populated region in 
another continent. It is the greatest act of 
the kind that has been performed since the 
break-up of the Roman Empire. 


“ ‘It is easy enough to point out shortcom- 
ings, but the fact remains that the successful 
administration of the Indian Empire by the 
English has been one of the most notable and 
most admirable achievements of the white 
race during the last two centuries. On the 
whole, it has been for the immeasurable benefit 
of the Indians themselves. 

“ ‘On the whole there has been a far more 
resolute effort to secure fair treatment for the 
humble and the oppressed during the days of 
English rule in India than during any other 
recorded period of Indian history. . . .

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mass of the people have been and are far better 
off than they would be if English control were 
now withdrawn—the whole peninsula would 
then become a chaos of blood and violence.’ 

“Ex-President Taft says: ‘When I think of 
what England has done in India for the happi- 
ness of those people; how she found those 
many millions torn with internecine strife, dis- 
rupted by constant wars, unable to continue 
agriculture or the arts of peace, with inferior 
roads, tyranny, and oppression, and when I 
think of what the government of England is 
now doing for these alien races, the debt the 
world owes England ought to be acknowl- 
edged in no grudging manner.’ It seems to 
be the established custom of the world to cast 
stones at its benefactors.”—The Chicago 
Daily News, November 22, 1924. 


WHAT ENGLAND HAS DONE FOR EGYPT 


G. W. Steevens, in his book, Egypt in 1898, 
speaks of the English as empire builders. 
Among other things of interest he says: “Fif- 
teen years ago Egypt was bankrupt, rebel- 
lious, miserable, oppressed, defeated. ‘Today 
she is solvent, orderly, prosperous, well gov- 
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erned, victorious. . . . England did it. Did 
it without especially intending it or altogether 
knowing it: did it, that is, by sheer uncon- 
scious English genius for rule.” —Egypt in 
1898, p. 70. 


THE BRITISH EMPIRE 


The following from volume 1, People’s 
Cyclopedia, written prior to the World War 
of 1914 to 1918, will give an idea of the ex- 
tent of the territory and numerical strength 
of the British Empire: 


“The British Empire rules or controls 
nearly one fifth of the land surface of the 
globe, and more than one fourth of the world’s 
population. Its territories cover 11,000,000 
square miles, and its people number 400,000,- 
000.”—British Empire. 


Since the above was written, both territory 
and numerical strength have been increased by 
the addition of Palestine and other Asiatic 
territory, and the German colonies of Africa, 
by mandate of the Associated Powers. 

Whether England does or does not repre- 
sent Ephraim among the nations, all must ad- 
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mit that she alone of all the peoples of earth 
today fills the measure of “a multitude of na- 
tions.” 

We have mentioned India and Egypt. We 
might with equal propriety speak of Canada, 
Australia, New Zealand, South Africa, the 
islands of the sea. East, west, north, south, 
wherever we look upon the earth’s surface, or 
the seas or rivers of water, we see the reign of 
this mighty empire. They fill the earth with 
fruit, and nothing seemingly is withheld from 
them. 


A BRIEF HISTORY OF ISRAEL 


We will now look briefly at the history of 
Israel as given by Bible writers: 


When Jacob and his household went down 
to Egypt, they numbered seventy souls. After 
being there awhile, we are told they “were 
fruitful, and increased abundantly, and multi- 
plied, and waxed exceeding mighty; and the 
land was filled with them.”—Exodus 2: 7. 


They dwelt in Egypt four hundred and 
thirty years. When they came forth under 
Moses, a census was taken of all the tribes 
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except Levi, and it was found they had 603,- 
550 “from twenty years old and upward, all 
that were able to go forth to war in Israel.” — 
Numbers 1: 45. 


This made a formidable army; so much so 
that the neighboring tribes were afraid of 
them. Balak of Moab sought the assistance 
of Balaam against them. But he said, “Who 
can count the dust of Jacob, and the number 
of the fourth part of Israel?” —Numbers 23: 
10. 


“God brought them forth out of Egypt; he 
hath as it were the strength of an unicorn. 
Surely there is no enchantment against 
Jacob, neither is there any divination against 
Israel.” —Numbers 23: 22, 23. 


When David had a census taken, “All they 
of Israel were a thousand thousand and an 
hundred thousand men that drew sword: and 
Judah was four hundred three score and ten 
thousand men that drew sword. But Levi and 
Benjamin counted he not among them: for the 
king’s word was abominable to Joab.”—1 
Chronicles 21: 5, 6. 
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This was a mighty army. Judah was 
dominant among the tribes. 


A few years later Solomon became king. 
He was a man of peace, and the kingdom 
progressed mightily under his administration. 
One of the achievements of his reign was the 
building of the temple at Jerusalem, about 480 
years after the migration from Egypt. At this 
time “Judah and Israel were many, as the sand 
which is by the sea in multitude, eating and 
drinking, and making merry. And Solomon 
reigned over all kingdoms from the river unto 
the land of the Philistines, and unto the border 
of Egypt: they brought presents [tribute] 
and served Solomon all the days of his life.” — 
1 Kings 4: 20, 21. 


“And Judah and Israel dwelt safely, every 
man under his vine and under his fig tree, 
from Dan even to Beersheba all the days of 
Solomon.”—1 Kings 4: 25. 


The reign of Solomon covered a period of 
unprecedented prosperity. The kingdom 
was at peace; the people prospered; interna- 
tional affairs brought prestige and wealth; but 
all of these could not insure national unity. 
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Under Solomon all Israel dwelt safely and 
prospered, but it is significant that the record 
repeatedly speaks of “Judah and Israel,” as 
though a distinction were made. David and 
Solomon were of Judah. Their predecessor, 
Saul, was of the tribe of Benjamin. The men 
of Judah chose David as their king, and he 
reigned over them seven and a half years be- 
fore he was accepted by all Israel. 

Israel at this time became great among the 
nations, not alone at home but also abroad. 
Her merchant ships are now spoken of as a 
contributing source of wealth, as follows: 


“Now the weight of gold that came to Solo- 
mon in one year was six hundred three score 
and six talents of gold, besides that he had of 
the merchant men, and of the traffic of the 
spice merchants, and of all the kings of 
Arabia, and of the governors of the 
COUNLGY a aunt 

“And all King Solomon’s drinking vessels 
were of gold, and all the vessels of the house 
of the forest of Lebanon were of pure gold; 
none were of silver: it was nothing accounted 
of in the days of Solomon. For the king had 
at sea a navy of Tharshish with the navy of 
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Hiram: once in three years came the navy of 
Tharshish, bringing gold, and silver, ivory, 
and apes, and peacocks. So King Solomon ex- 
ceeded all the kings of the earth for riches and 
for wisdom. . . . And the king made silver to 
be in Jerusalem as stones, and cedars made he 
to be as sycamore trees that are in the vale for 
abundance.” —1 Kings 10: 14-27. 


This reign completed the glory of united 
Israel. After Solomon’s death Rehoboam 
came to the throne. A dispute arose between 
the king and the leaders of the people. Ten 
tribes revolted and chose Jeroboam as their 
king. Thus the kingdoms of Judah and Israel 
became separate governments, and were 
thenceforth known as the House of Judah and 
the Kingdom of Israel. 

The Kingdom of Israel at no time in its 
history, to the time of the great revolt, had 
become “‘a multitude of nations.” 

Believing the prediction to have been given 
by the spirit of prophecy, we have a right to 
expect a fulfillment of the same subsequent to 
the separation. 

If it be true, as many students of history 
believe, that after the dispersion of the ten 
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tribes they traveled westward and northward 
in groups, eventually becoming known as 
Danes, Normans, Angles, Jutes, Saxons, etc., 
a principal portion of which later became 
known as Anglo-Saxons, the prediction may 
be seen today as having a literal fulfillment. 

If we admit that England represents 
Ephraim, we have also to admit that Ephraim 
(England) has become “a multitude of na- 
tions.”

I can remember well the time when the 
term Manasseh-Israel, or Anglo-Israel, either 
in print or in conversation, would have caused 
surprise. ‘Today these phrases are becoming 
more and more common. It is well, therefore, 
for us to pause and consider the trend of 
thought in this direction. 


On the keeping of the Sabbath, the same 
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author (Lieutenant-Colonel W. G. Macken- 
drick) has said: 


“Your Pilgrim forefathers kept the Sab- 
bath as did the British from whom they 
sprang, and the Anglo-Saxons are the nations 
and the only nations the world over who do 
keep it, by the law of the land as well as by 
general observance of doing no work, etc. At 
the Paris Exposition in 1889, every nation had 
their exhibit wide open on the Sabbath day as 
on the other six days of the week, save for two 
exceptions.

—Des- 
tiny of Britain and America, pp. 156, 157.

A LETTER FROM LONDON 


In a letter from Paul Tyner from London 
to the Dearborn Independent of May 23, 
1925, some interesting things are said con- 
cerning the so-called “Lost Tribes of Israel,” 
connecting them with the Anglo-Celtic- 
Saxon peoples of Britain, America, and Aus- 
tralasia of today. 

The headquarters of the British-Israel 
World Federation is given by him as at 6 
Buckingham Gate, almost opposite Bucking- 
ham Palace. 

He says: “I was amazed to discover that 
the literature of the movement was exceed- 
ingly voluminous and various, consisting not 
only of works on the Bible prophecies and their 
exposition, but also on history, ethnology, 
geography, travel, anthropology, and anti- 
quarian lore bearing directly or indirectly on 
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the great theme of Israel’s present-day identity 
and rapidly unfolding destiny. 

“The age-long problem of what has be- 
come of the ‘Lost Ten Tribes of Israel’ is boldly 
solved by identifying the Anglo-Celtic-Saxon 
peoples of Britain, America, and Australasia 
with the House of Israel. This is in itself a 
startlingly interesting declaration, opening up 
enormous possibilities. Taking the whole 
matter out of the dry and dusty realm of anti- 
quarian or theological research, it brings it 
into the realm of practical politics.” 

Speaking of the study of Irish history which 
led to the conclusion that the Royal House of 
Britain is descended from King David of 
Israel, by the marriage of Eochaid, a king of 
Ireland, to Tea-Tephi, a daughter of King 
Zedekiah, Mr. Tyner says: 


“If we accept this pedigree of the British 
Royal House, the kings of Britain have all 
really been kings of Israel, and the people of 
Britain and their over-sea descendants from 
the nation of Israel—the real ‘Chosen People.’ 
It is also claimed that the great historic admix- 
tures with the Britons due to the invasion of 
Saxon, Norman, and Dane, do not alter the 
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main fact, these people also belonging to the 
ten tribes, being indeed various individual 
tribes coming unknowingly to join the nation. 


“Fundamental to the position of British- 
Israel is the idea that the Bible is a true reve- 
lation of the divine will and purpose in his- 
tory, presenting from Genesis to Revelation 
the historical development, redemption and 
restoration of mankind. This plan hinges 
on the training, building, and development 
through age-long experience of a great nation, 
even a ‘Company of Nations,’ destined, in an 
ever-expanding empire and with growth to 
world-wide influence and power, to real ful- 
fillment of ancient promises and preparing the 
way of the Lord and the establishment of the 
kingdom of justice on earth.” 


He quotes Mr. Garrison, Secretary-General, 
as saying: 


“The British-Israel teaching will unite and 
consolidate the English-speaking world as 
nothing else can. It gives a solid basis for 
Anglo-American solidarity and places in the 
hands of these two great peoples (really one in 
Israel) the mightiest regenerating agency of 
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the age. It proves the inspiration of the Scrip- 
tures, silencing infidelity and shaming the 
scorner, Clearing up mysteries and bringing 
order out of seeming chaos by proving the di- 
vine design. 


“We have reached a momentous epoch in 
human history. Amid much unrest, bewil- 
derment, and confusion of thought, people are 
crying out for light and guidance. This 
teaching offers today a _ rock-foundation 
whereon the doubting and the puzzled can 
find certainty and stability, for we perceive 
the Divine Plan running through history, and 
we recognize it in actual present operation.” 


Mr. Tyner quotes Mr. Goard as saying: 


“There are now about one million persons 
throughout the world who are adherents to 
the British-Israel cause.” 


“The Israelites were ‘God’s Chosen People.’ 
Where are they today? An influential world 
organization claims that they are to be found 
in the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic races now scattered 
over the British Empire and the American 
Republic.” —Dearborn Independent. 
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THE IRISH QUESTION 


When we consider the Anglo-Saxons among 
the nations we can not do so without taking 
into account the inhabitants of Ireland, who 
for centuries have been held as a part of the 
population of Great Britain. At times great 
differences have arisen between the peoples of 
these isles. For hundreds of years Ireland has 
been held, although restive, in close grip with 
England. Many men have become martyrs, 
and others criminals, because of the differences 
between them, but still they exist. England 
has met with success elsewhere, but here the 
problem of a satisfactory government has 
proven to be almost, if not quite, insolvable. 
While a portion of the country has stood 
loyally as a part of the great British Empire, 
another portion has continually worked for a 
severance from British control. 

At present (1923) the country, small 
though it is, is divided into two state govern- 
ments and is held as a part of the British Em- 
pire. It has been suggested or affirmed by 
some that it is a question of religion rather 
than of politics. This may have its weight, 
but it is probably a question of race rather 
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than of religion. Writers upon this subject 
tell us that a portion of Ireland was settled by 
the Phcenicians, while another portion was set- 
tled by Israelites. These people were neigh- 
bors and national enemies while living in 
Canaan, and they were often at war with each 
other while there. As types of men they are 
diverse, hence the difficulties that so often 
arise, and which have resulted in the antipathy 
which is of so long standing. 


Webster tells us in his early European His- 
tory: 


“The Pheenicians were the first Syrian peo- 
ple to assume importance. . . . As they in- 
creased in numbers, they were obliged to 
betake themselves to the sea. ... Thus 
the Phcenicians became preeminently a 
race of sailors. Their great cities, Sidon and 
Tyre, established colonies throughout the 
Mediterranean, and had an extensive com- 
merce with every region of the known world. 
The Hebrews lived south of Phcenicia in the 
land of Canaan, west of the Jordan River.” — 
Early European History, pp. 29, 30. 


In the Anglo-Israel Post Bag, we read: 
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“Ships of commerce traded regularly between 
Tarshish and the coasts of Israel. . ... It can 


not but be supposed, therefore, that tribes like 
those of Dan, and Asher, which were used to 
navigation, and familiar with ships, should not 
have availed themselves of that means of escape 
[from the threatened attack of Assyria]. 
. . . In the second place, there were Hebrew 
colonists in Spain, even as far back in the his- 
tory of Israel as Solomon’s reign. Perhaps I am 
speaking too positively when I say that it was 
actually so. But, . . . ‘Solomon had at sea 
a navy of Tarshish with the navy of Hiram.’ 
~ER ass 022. If; then, Hebrew 
colonists were already in Spain, . . . what 
more likely than that fugitives from Dan and 
Asher, who inhabited the northern coasts of 
Palestine, should have sought refuge, through 
the ships of Joppa or other seaports, in the 
same country? . .. But, be this as it may, 

. these fugitives of Dan and Asher, being 
a trading people, and knowing that their home 
in Israel was no more, found their way, in 
course of time, to Ireland and the western 
shores of England.”—Anglo-Israel Post Bag, 
pp. 42-44. 
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Bishop Titcomb in this same work speaks of 
one whom he calls Jones, of whom he says: 
“He holds, and I think reasonably, that large 
numbers of these tribes may have fled to 
Tarshish, and thus have greatly increased the 
Hebrew colony in Spain. He also thinks that, 
in company with the Pheenicians from Zidon, 
they may even, before this time, have assisted 
in the colonization of the coasts of the Medi- 
terranean and Black Sea, and, very possibly, 
be traceable in the Danai, of whom the Greeks 
write, if not in the Danaans of Scandinavia. 
It is certainly curious that Dan and Javan 
(i. e., Greece) should be associated together 
as trading with Tyre, in Ezekiel 27: 19.”— 
Anglo-Israel Post Bag, p. 44. 


There seems to be no doubt that the Phee- 
nicians, and also some of the tribes of Israel 
were seafaring men, and that they pursued 
their trade to Spain, and probably to England 
and Ireland, where many of them settled after 
the dispersion of Israel. 


Edward Hine, writing upon this subject, 
says: “There are two distinct elements in the 
population of Ireland. The first is the so- 
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called Norman element, which is part of our- 
selves; and most certainly as we are, so also 
are they, pure Israelitish. These, our kindred, 
have supplied us with some of the finest blood 
and talent our country has owned; some of 
our best statesmen and warriors have come 
from our own race in Ireland. But the second 
element most certainly is not Israelitish, but 
Gentile. Neither are they the original inhabi- 
tants of Ireland. The aborigines of that land 
are almost, if not wholly extinct, and this Gen- 
tile portion now in Ireland, . . . are literally 
and positively no other than the descendants 
of the Canaanites, the seven nations that were 
in Canaan prior to the possession of that land 
by our forefathers in days of old.” —The Brit- 
ish Nation, p. 84. 


JACOB’S STONE 


Concerning this wonderful stone, Edward 
Hine has said: “We have a stone which, long 
before our identity with Israel was thought of, 
has been known for years and years as ‘Jacob’s 
Stone.’ It is an object of interest to thousands 
who visit Westminster Abbey. . . . It was 
taken to Ireland by Jeremiah and Baruch at the 
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time they took Tephi there, and replanted the 
kingdom of David. It was received into Ire- 
land under the name of ‘Lia Phail, signifying 
a ‘precious stone,’ or as the word ‘Phail? which 
is Hebrew, implies, ‘The Stone Wonderful.’ 
Tephi herself, who became the Queen of 
Eochaid, was crowned upon it; so were all the 
monarchs to Fergus the First of Scotland, who 
had the stone taken there, and so were all the 
monarchs from Fergus to James the First to 
[our own time].” 

“Dean Stanley says of the stone, . . . in 
his Memorials of Westminster Abbey, ‘The 
chief object of attraction, to this day, to the 
innumerable visitors of the Abbey is, prob- 
ably, that ancient Irish monument of Empire, 
known as the Coronation Stone.’”’ (P. 66.) — 
The British Nation, pp. 34, 35. 


On page 92 of the same book (The British 
Nation) we read: “Few Englishmen know, 
but Jews and Mohammedans are well aware, 
that the stone on which Jacob dreamed was 
preserved as most holy; carried with him into 
Egypt, and accompanied his children in their 
wanderings; was placed in the Temple on the 
threshing-floor of Arunah, and remained there 
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until the Captivity, and was called by them 
the foundation pillar. Since that it has never 
been heard of. A few more, perhaps, know 
that in the coronation throne in Westminster 
Abbey there is a remarkably ancient stone, 
with rings to carry it by, on which Queen 
Victoria and her ancestors of the Stuart dy- 
nasty have been crowned, and which tradition 


calls ‘Jacob’s Pillow.’ ”—A Watcher. 


“This stone is called by the Irish and the 
Scotch, indifferently, ‘Lia Fail’ and the ‘Stone 
of Destiny’; but chiefly by the English, 
‘Jacob’s Pillow.’ It owes its two former names 
to the circumstance of its being that which 
the last-given name declares it; and, as 
Jacob’s Pillow, a Pillar of Witness. It is called 
the Stone of Destiny, because a prophetic 
Rune has attached itself to it, for some 2,400 
years, to this effect: 


“Unless the Fates are faithless grown, 
And Prophet’s voice be vain, 
Where’er is found this Sacred Stone 

The Wanderer’s Race shall reign. 


“The understood meaning of which is, that, 
so long as One of the Race duly confirmed to 
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Monarchical Right on that Stone’s hall have 
possession of the Stone, that combination will 
secure to that Race the right, and assure the 
possession, of Monarchy: in fact, that it will 
command Destiny. So it is, that the word 
Phail has become Irish for the word Fate, as 
the word is made to mean in modern Irish. 
The Stone has never received its proper mean- 
ing in Irish. It was not called the Stone-Won- 
derful, as it should have been. It was called 
the Stone Destiny. They indicated the Ef- 
fect, not knowing aught of the Cause. It is 
called Lia Phail, because that is the name by 
which it was always known in Ireland, in 
pagan times, from when it first arrived in the 
country. Lia, Leag (Lee-ahch), signifying 
‘a stone’ in Irish, and Fail being, as above in- 
dicated, understood to mean ‘destiny.’ But 
although the word ‘Lia’ is Irish, the word 
‘Phail is Hebrew, and is, in itself, a Scripture 
word, and of the highest, deepest theological 
import. It signifies ‘Wonderful, and is that 
word which always is used in Holy Writ to 
convey to the mind of man the most inscru- 


table character of act, and thought, and power 
of the Godhead. . . . 
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“Coupled now with this Stone, Fail, with 
its truly wonderful name, in that pagan coun- 
try, as Ireland, B. C. 580, was, there was a 
prophecy, conveyed in the Druidical Rune 
above quoted. On this Stone, on its arrival in 
Ireland, the Ulster Prince, who was the Here- 
monn-Elect, and... affected by the extraor- 
dinary story of this Stone and its bringers, 
. . . desired at once to be crowned. And, ac- 
cordingly, this Ulster King, Eochaid, of 
Cathair Crofin, was inaugurated ‘Heremonn 
of Tara.’ The name of the fortress, the seat 
of federal government, was also changed at 
that time, in honor of the occasion. . . . The 
Imperial Palace, then newly named, has been 
called Tara only ever since.” 


By a footnote we read: “His title explains 
what he was, and the nature of his office. 
‘Eirim, in Irish, is ‘To Ride on Horseback,’ 
and ‘Mionn’ is ‘A Royal Crown.’ Therefore, 
the elected Heremonn was a crowned horse- 
man; and he was so elected, that he might be, 
particularly, as commander-in-chief of the 
federal forces, the Crowned Horseman; be- 
cause in battle, whatever other king might be 
present, this Heremonn was the only one who 
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was distinguished by, or allowed to wear a 
crown.”’—The British Nation, pp. 120-122. 


This reminds us of the record made in rela- 
tion to a battle in which the king of Israel 
persuaded the king of Judah to assist him 
against the Syrians. When they had arrived 
at Ramoth-Gilead, the king of Israel said to 
the king of Judah, “I will disguise myself, and 
enter into the battle; but put thou on thy 
robes. And the king of Israel disguised him- 
self, and went into the battle. But the king of 
Syria commanded his thirty and two captains 
that had rule over his chariots, saying, Fight 
neither with small nor great, save only with 
the king of Israel. And... when the captains 
of chariots saw Jehoshaphat [the king of 
Judah], they said, Surely it is the king of 
Israel. And they turned aside to fight him.” 
aa teKingse2 285 0-32. 


This shows that it was an ancient custom 
with the Israelites, when the forces were ar- 
rayed for battle, for one to be chosen leader, 
and for him to be distinguished by the robés 
he wore. This also seems to have been the cus- 
tom in Ireland where the ‘‘Heremonn was the 
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only one distinguished by, or allowed to wear 
a crown.” 


“As the word was Hebrew which was given 
to the Stone, the man who gave the name 
would be a Hebrew prophet. And what 
prophet could have been there at the time? 
The Prophet Jeremiah might have been, for he 
had been commanded to escape (Jeremiah 44: 
14-28), from Egypt, B. C. 587, whither his 
persecutors had dragged him and Baruch, and 
‘the King’s Daughters,’ by force, in the year 
588 (Jeremiah 43:6). Returning to Jeru- 
salem, as commanded, the way was open for 
them to take passage with the escaping ships 
of Dan, westward. So we are informed, that 
the Tuatha da Danan were those who did 
bring the Stone to Ireland. These Danites 
were men long accustomed to ships; and, al- 
though the Babylonish enemy might drive 
flocks of unresisting people before their sol- 
diers into captivity, it was not likely that 
Ship-Owners, men well known, 700 years be- 
fore, to Deborah and Barak, to be quite cap- 
able of taking care of themselves (Judges 5: 
17), would leave their ships to be seized by the 
enemy, the way being clear to escape by sea. 
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The Stone, which as its name implies, must 
have come from Judea, could easily have been 
brought thus, westward; and, doubtless, so it 
happened. 


“For that the Stone came from the East, 
its Hebrew name makes sure. That it was 
brought and named by one who knew the 
meaning of the name given to it, the word 
itself sufficiently declares. A prophet would, 
if he found suitable dispositions in the king of 
the country, have had a right to pronounce 
the prophecy recorded, circumstanced as the 
Prophet Jeremiah would have been, i. e., ac- 
companied, as we are sure he would be, viz, 
by the seed royal of Judah, ‘the King’s Daugh- 
ters.’ Thus, it is clear, whoever did bring the 
Stone, did find, from the manner in which it 
was received. The prophet would, conse- 
quently, have been as entirely justified in 
promising perpetuity of sceptre to the king of 
Ireland, crowned upon that Stone of Witness, 
and having a ‘King’s Daughter’ for his queen, 
as Nathan, the prophet, was, in assuring King 
David of the same four hundred fifty years 
before, if—if what?—if the king accepted, 
and would bind himself to observe three con- 
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ditions: First, that he should renounce Baalism, 
and accept and recognize the God of the He- 
brews and his Law; Second, that he should 
provide, at once, for its perpetual position and 
maintenance, by establishing a College of Ol- 
lams, viz, a School of the Prophets; Third, 
that he should marry the princess of the east- 
ern monarch by whom he was accompanied. 


“If the king would promise, and bind him- 
self solemnly, to perform these things, the 
prophet, for his part, would bless the nuptials, 
and promise, in the name of the Lord, perpetu- 
ity to the Throne of the Race springing from 
the alliance: according as Nathan had prom- 
ised the same to David aforetime, under like 
conditions, namely, till He should come, to 
whom all earthly crowns would have to sur- 
render, as declared in the act of deposition 
done upon King Zedekiah, by the Prophet 
Ezekiel (21:27). Whether or not these 
things were said, they were done. David’s 
line and sceptre were reestablished. . . . The 
Law of Baal displaced by the Law of the Two 
Tables: the College of Ollams at once insti- 
tuted: and, for a queen, the woman of ex- 
quisite grace and beauty—‘the most lovely 
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that came over the plain,’ rich beyond estimate 
in the endowment of perpetuity of sceptre. 
That he did accept the conditions is clear. 
That the nuptials were duly celebrated, the 
below recited poem, translated out of Irish, 
and now one thousand years old, fully estab- 
lishes. Also, that the king most faithfully 
maintained all that he promised, was affection- 
ately acknowledged on the premature death- 
bed of this most charming creature, whose like 
it appears, never was before seen. 


“ “Tephi was her name: she excelled all virgins! 
Wretched for him who had to entomb her. 
Sixty feet of correct admeasurement 
Were marked as a sepulchre to enshrine her.’ 


“The place became Tara; Taura being ‘The 
Law of the Two Tables’; and the Mur-ollam- 
ain was the College of Ollams, or School of the 
Prophets. These all appeared at Tara at the 
same time; and have left their mark and their 
example to this day. “Tephi, again Hebrew; 
a pet name, like ‘Violet,’ denoting the beauty 
and fragrance of all delicious fruits. 


“Whether or no there is sense in the Legend 
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of The Stone; whether or no the Prophecy 
spoken be a reality, or dream, or myth; 
whether The Stone be called the Stone of Des- 
tiny, or Jacob’s Pillow, or Lia Phail, The Stone 
Wonderful, there is no doubt of one thing; it 
is a Pillar of Witness. For, from whatever 
cause, the effect we have to regard is the fact 
that, as the throne of an empire, kings have 
been crowned on it, in succession, for two 
thousand four hundred fifty years. And now, 
if by the artifice or malice of the Devil or 
Man it were to be destroyed, such wickedness 
would never, in the least degree, affect what 
has passed. . . . For here, since the Jewish 
Maid ‘raised him that was low,’ while her 
Father ‘was abased,’ to the dignity of co-re- 
storer of the throne of her ancestor, the Son 
of Jesse, and Transmitter of a Line of Kings, 
reaching from herself to us, the sceptre of 
Judah-in-abeyance, has passed from Eochaid 
the Second, of Ulster, the Crowned Horseman 
of the Irish Federation, B. C. cir. 580; through 
Fergus the First, his lineal descendant, who 
took it from Ireland to Scotland, and, on it, 
was crowned at Iona, first King of the Scots 
and Picts, anno 787, at Scone, in Pictia; 
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through James the First, crowned king of 
Great Britain and Ireland, after the order of 
the English successive monarchs, for inter- 
vening previous centuries, between Edward 
p First and Queen Flizabeth; and then down 

> (our own times).—The British Nation, 
oe 122-127. 


I have quoted thus fully from The British 
Nation, because a shorter account would not 
suffice to give a proper setting of Mr. Hine’s 
views on this very interesting subject. We are 
living in an age when many things are being 
brought to light that have heretofore, for cen- 
turies, been hidden from mortal ken. Buried 
cities in South America; the ancient tombs of 
Egyptian kings, with their wonderful contents; 
and many other things of historical value. 
Therefore, we ought not to be surprised if the 
isle of romance and beauty, Ireland of the 
Western Seas, should also prove to be as rich 
and interesting in what may come forth from 
the earth as buried treasure. It is no argu- 
ment to say, I do not believe it. This has been 
said many times in relation to important 
truths. “Every age killeth its prophets, and 
the succeeding ages build their monuments.” 
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The writers upon this subject may not, as yet, 
have solved the riddle; but we may be sure that 
the “Stone” has a history that will some day 
be correctly read. We may also be equally 
sure that the ten tribes of Israel will not al- 
ways be spoken of as being “lost.” It seems 
incredible that so strong and vigorous a people 
as the ten tribes were, should be for ever lost 
to the civilized world of the Twentieth Cen- 
tury. 


LIA FAIL. JACOB’S PILLOW 


It may be said that of all Bible stories, not 
one has made greater impression on the human 
mind than the one concerning Jacob’s vision, 
which came to him when as a fugitive he fled 
from the face of his brother Esau to the land 
of Padan-aram. His father had blessed him, 
and advised him to go to the house of Bethuel, 
and to there take a wife. Jacob started on his 
journey, and when he came to a certain place, 
on his way to Haran, he stayed there all night, 
because it was already past sundown. We are 
told that he took of the stones of that place for 
a pillow. While he slept he had a wonderful 
dream. 
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He saw, as it were, a ladder “‘set up on the 
earth, and the top of it reached to heaven: and 
behold the angels of God ascending and de- 
scending on it.” He saw also the Lord stand- 
ing above it, and the Lord said to him: “I am 
the Lord God of Abraham thy father, and the 
God of Isaac: the land whereon thou liest, to 
thee will I give it, and to thy seed; and they 
shall be as the dust of the earth, and thou shalt 
spread abroad to the west, and to the east, and 
to the north, and to the south: and in thee and 
in thy seed shall all the families of the earth 
be blessed.” He also promised to be with him 
wherever he went. 


When Jacob awoke, he said: ‘Surely the 
Lord is in this place; and I knew it not, and 
he was afraid, and said, How dreadful is this 
place! This is none other than the house of 
God, and this is the gate of heaven.” And he 
arose early in the morning, and took the Stone 
he had used for his pillow, “and set it up for 
a pillar, and poured oil upon the top of it.” 
And he there made a vow that if God would 
be with him, and give him bread to eat and 
clothes to wear, so that he could come again 
to his father’s house in peace, then the Lord 
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should be his God, and the Stone which he 
had set up for a pillar, should be God’s house, 
and of all the Lord gave him he would surely 
give a tenth unto him. (Genesis 28.) 


This is the story which forms a basis for all 
the writings upon the Stone of Scone; the Stone 
of Destiny; Jacob’s Stone; Jacob’s Pillow, and 
Lia Fail. That a Stone is in existence, and that 
it has been used for hundreds of years, in Ire- 
land, Scotland, and England for coronation 
purposes, all admit. That it now holds an 
honorable place in the coronation chair in 
Westminster Abbey is also well known. That 
it is of great age, and appears to have been 
carried, in its migrations, by iron rings, gives 
evidence of its great antiquity. 

Writers upon the subject believe it to be the 
identical Stone which Jacob used for a pillow, 
when he had his wonderful dream, and which 
he set up as a “pillar” of witness of the vow 
he made, and upon which he poured the sacred 
oil. They believe the Stone has been always 
held sacred by those who understood its sig- 
nificance, and that during the Captivity of 
the Jews and the Dispersion of Israel, the 
Prophet Jeremiah, in company of Baruch the 
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scribe and King Zedekiah’s daughters, came to 
Ireland, bringing the Sacred Stone with him, 
and there, in harmony with the divine purpose 
of almighty God, united a daughter of King 
Zedekiah in marriage with King Eochaid of 
Ulster, Heremonn Elect of Tara. They also 
believe that the people of Ulster were a portion 
of the Israelites who escaped from Palestine 
by sea; thus Israel and Judah were reunited, 
and from then until now a representative of 
that line has always held kingly sway. The 
Stone was carried by an Irish king to Scotland, 
and from thence it was carried to England by 
Edward the First, and has been used in the 
coronation rites of that country from that 
time until now. 

Of this Stone under the name of Lia Fail, 
Mr. Hine has this to say: 


“It was apparently not intended to be de- 
clared to them as Jacob’s Pillow. . . . The 
first intimation that we hear of, that it is so 
seen and acknowledged in the Christian Fam- 
ily, is in the act of Bishop Columba making 
it his ‘Stoney Pillow’ (vide Dean Stanley), on 
which he laid his head, to sleep the sleep of 
Death in his Abbey of Iona, A. D. 637. 
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“In the year 1865, in his Memorials of 
Westminster Abbey, it was given to the Very 
Reverend the Dean to declare of this same 
‘Precious Relic,’ as he says King Edward the 
First deemed it, that ‘It is the one primeval 
monument which binds together the whole 
Empire.’ 

“ “The iron rings,’ he says, ‘the battered sur- 
face, the crack which has all but rent its solid 
mass asunder, bear witness to its long migra- 
tions.’ 

“ ‘It is, thus, embedded in the heart of the 
English Monarchy, an element of poetic, pa- 
triarchal, heathen times, which, like Araunah’s 
rocky threshing-floor, in the midst of the 
Temple of Solomon, carries back our thoughts 
to races and customs now almost extinct; a 
link which unites the Throne of England with 
the traditions of Tara and Iona (and no less of 
Jerusalem and Bethel), and connects the 
charm of our complex civilization with the 
forces of Mother Earth, the stocks and stones 
of savage nature.’ . . 

“It’s the Stone Pillow on which the Patri- 
arch Jacob slept at Luz, in the land of Canaan, 
on the memorable night, when, sad and weary 
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after a long day’s travel, he presented himself 
at the gates, too late to be admitted within the 
city. Seeking about for something whereon 
to lay his head, he cast his eyes on a Building 
Stone of slightly tapering form there lying 
outside the walls as refuse. Sleeping on it, he 
had that vision which induced him at early 
dawn to set it up upon end, and, as a Pillar 
of Witness in his belief to what had been re- 
vealed to him, and his acknowledgment of 
gratitude due for the same, to consecrate it by 
the outpouring of oil, the Viaticum of his 
journey, upon it. Such, in those primeval 
times, the manner was. And he called it, and 
later God himself so called it, and ratified the 
act of the patriarch, toward this Inanimate 
Thing, by calling it what Jacob had then and 
there named it, and determined it should be, 
viz, God’s House. (See Genesis 28: 22; 31: 
18 GN Tle) 


“And what it was then it is now. We think 
that Westminster Abbey is God’s House, and 
so itis! It is very grand, very beautiful, and 
is withal rich beyond all other buildings and 
things in the Empire for its many ancient, stir- 
ring, and pious associations, notwithstanding 
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the hideous mural rubbish with which its mag- 
nificent architecture is defaced. But all its 
magnificence within and without, material 
and mental, is but the setting of the Jewel 
there enshrined.”—The British Nation, pp. 
127-131. 


That the matter of Jacob’s Pillow is a live 
one is evidenced by the fact of its being 
brought before the British Parliament, an ac- 
count of which appeared in The Lincoln State 
Journal July 19, 1924, as follows: 


“Hot debate raged in the British Parliament 
over the motion of David Kirkwood, Scotch 
labor member, to remove the Stone of Scone 
from Westminster Abbey back to Scotland, 
whence Edward the First ‘stole’ it. This stone, 
now for six hundred years the coronation seat 
of British kings and queens, had been for five 
hundred years previously the coronation seat 
of Scottish kings and for unnumbered before 
that the coronation seat of Celtic kings. This, 
the labor member argued, is the stone on which 
Patriarch Jacob rested his head at the foot of 
the ladder which bears his name, and it should 
go back to its former resting place on Moot 


joes: 
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RACIAL DIFFERENCES 


It has been objected that the Anglo-Saxons 
and Jews being of different types, could not 
be of the same lineage; therefore, the Anglo- 
Saxon could not be of Israel. This argument 
is not conclusive. It is more than 3,600 years 
since Jacob fled into the land of Syria to es- 
cape from the wrath of his brother Esau. He 
became the father of twelve sons by four 
wives. Naturally there would be racial dif- 
ferences as well as racial resemblances. It has 
been about 2,900 years since the separation 
of the tribes in the time of Rehoboam, and 
2,650 since the ten tribes were transported 
from their country. This is ample time for 
great changes to come, even if they started out 
on even terms. How could they be all of one 
type with marrying and intermarrying as they 
have done through all the centuries? We 
know that great difference was apparent in 
Jacob and Esau as brothers, also in Rachel and 
Leah as sisters; saying nothing of the maid 
servants of the sisters. What is true relative 
to them must also be true in regard to others. 
Joseph was sold into Egypt and in due time 
became a ruler there, and contracted marriage 
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with an Egyptian of whom Ephraim and Ma- 
nasseh were born. There are some traits by 
which a Jew is known, but these are greatly 
modified by education, training, environment, 
treatment, etc. There are differences as well as 
resemblances in all classes of people, but surely 
after a lapse of thousands of years we ought 
not to expect the resemblances to be very 
marked in people who have lived all that 
time subject to different conditions, in educa- 
tion, training, environment, etc. 


The author of the Anglo-Israel Post Bag, 
says: ‘‘According to the theory we are now 
examining, the Israelites, although they wan- 
dered from Media to the isles of the northwest, 
took at least sixteen centuries to do it in; and, 
meanwhile, were from time to time located, 
during centuries together, in various resting 
places, such as the Caspian borders, the Danu- 
bian shores, and the like.”—Anglo-Israel 
Rost bag, p: 3. 


It is not to be supposed that all these people 
moved together, but rather that they moved 
by groups. This would account for the differ- 
ences in language, and also more or less in 
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type; hence the different tribes, as Angles, 
Jutes, Saxons, Danes, Normans, etc. 


We are not surprised that at a later day in 
classifying these people our historians believed 
the Anglo-Saxons and Germans belonged to 
one race, group, or family. Webster tells us, 
“The inhabitants of Northern Europe did not 
come into the light of history until about the 
opening of the Christian era.”—Early Euro- 
pean History, p. 3. 


In regard to differences in language, the same 
author says: “Because of differences in lan- 
guage, scholars have divided the White or 
Caucasian race into two main groups, called 
Indo-European, and Semites. This classifica- 
tion is often helpful, but the student should 
remember that the Indo-European and Semitic 
people are not to be always sharply distin- 
guished because they have different types of 
language. There is no very clear distinction 
in physical characteristics between the two 
groups. . . . Likeness in language does not 
imply that all Indo-Europeans were clearly re- 
lated in blood. Men often adopt a foreign 
tongue and pass it on to their children. . . . 
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“At the opening of the historic period . . . 
were the homes of various peoples who can 
not be classed with certainty as either Indo- 
European or Semites. . . . We must remem- 
ber that, during the long prehistoric ages, 
repeated conquests and migrations mingled 
the blood of many different communities.” — 
Early European History, pp. 16, 17. 


The ten tribes, traveling from Media to 
northwestern Europe, taking centuries of 
time, moving in groups, rather than as one 
body, associating as they must have done, more 
or less, with other people or tribes in the por- 
tions of the Continent traversed by them, 
necessarily would change their language, also 
their customs, more or less. These modifica- 
tions would account, as we have said before, 
for the tribal relations growing out of these 
conditions. As a nation they were certainly 
lost; but assuming the Anglo-Israel theory to 
be correct, we must say, In the Providence of 
God, they have been remarkably preserved as 
a people, and as a group of nations. 

The same author (Webster) says: “The 
political greatness of the Hebrews was not 
destined to endure. The people were not ready 
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to bear the burdens of empire. They objected 
to the standing army, to the forced labor on 
public buildings, and especially to the heavy 
taxes.” — Early European History, p. 32. 


This is a characteristic of the Anglo-Saxon 
race today, especially as touching the standing 
army, and heavy taxes. 


Again: “The treatment of conquered peo- 
ples by the Assyrian rulers is well illustrated 
by their dealings with the Hebrews, .. . 
Sargon took its capital city of Samaria (722 
B. C.) and led away many thousands of the 
leading citizens into a lifelong captivity in 
distant Assyria. The ten tribes mingled with 
the population of that region and henceforth 
disappeared from history.” —Early European 
History, pp. 34, 35. 


These people, like those of Northern 
Europe, did not come into the light of history; 
therefore were said to have disappeared. We 
have called them the “Lost Tribes” because 
during the time of their migration no history 
of the people among whom they dwelt in the 
many hundred years of their passage from 
Media to northwestern Europe was written. 
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not come to them until about the opening of 
the Christian era, and by that time no exact 
account could be obtained. When a portion 
of them were asked by the people during their 
passage through Europe who they were, they 
said: “We are Isaac’s sons.” The Lord had 
spoken through Amos the Prophet, saying: “I 
will set a plumb-line in the midst of my people 
Israel: . . . And the high places of Isaac 
shall be desolate, and the sanctuaries of Israel 
shall be laid waste; and I will rise against the 
house of Jeroboam with the sword.”—Amos 
7:8, 9. The people easily changed “‘Isaac’s 
sons” to Saxons, and named the portion of the 
country in which they dwelt, Saxony. 


The author of The British Nation, says: 
“The Teutonic notion has given rise to con- 
siderable perplexity, conveying to us the 
thought, that because the modern nations 
northwest of Europe can trace their ancestries 
to a common point, therefore, they must be 
of the same stock; to this I demur. . . . I say 
that, because the English and the Germans can 
trace an ancestry to the same region, we need 
not, therefore, be related as peoples... . 
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Scores of proofs exist that Israel drifted west- 
ward, and not eastward, after the Assyrian 
captivity; that the seven nations of Canaan did 
the same; and from the fact, that the East was 
in full possession of ancient peoples, therefore, 
without waste country to occupy; that, there- 
fore, the more than probability is, that all these 
people here brought under notice, set their 
faces to the west, where existed more than 
room for their purposes, and as is proved by 
so many modern nations having sprung up 
contemporaneously with ourselves in the 
northwest of Europe. This view supplies 
justifiable and reasonable ground to doubt, 
whether our long-occupied, and ofttimes cher- 
ished, Teutonic theory, after all, has any bona 
fide locus standi.”—The British Nation, pp. 
97-99. 


Mr. Hine also supplies the following as “A 
connecting link, by Captain Carter of Chel- 
tenham College”: “As corroborative of the 
wonderful and interesting theory of the Eng- 
lish Nation being identical with the Lost 
House of Israel, and in special reference to the 
question from Sharon Turner’s history, to the 
effect that the original name of the Anglo- 
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Saxons was Saka Suna, it is important to note 
that the words Saka Suna (the last word being 
an abbreviation of Sunya) are pure Sanskrit. 
These people formed part of the great Aryan 
race, who spoke the Sanskrit language, the 
fountain stock of Greek, Latin, and their de- 
rivatives. The cradle of the Aryan race is 
supposed to have been the very part of Central 
Asia to which Sharon Turner so ably traces the 
Anglo-Saxon origin, and from which point, 
according to Mr. Hine’s theory, our people 
have so evidently realized all that the Pro- 
phetic Word testifies should be accomplished 
by Israel, while they were yet a lost people.” — 
The British Nation, p. 102. 


It does not necessarily follow that because 
they spoke the same language they must, 
therefore, be of the same racial stock. As Mr. 
Hine has said: ““The East was in full possession 
of ancient peoples.” The Assyrians and Israel- 
ites were not of the same race, but the Israel- 
ites having been transported from their own 
land, and transplanted in Halah and Habor, 
and in the cities of the Medes, they would 
naturally take up more or less of the language 
of the people. among whom they dwelt, and 
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passing through the various countries from 
east to the northwest they would not only 
cease to be recognized as distinct and separate, 
but their original language might also reason- 
ably be expected to be so modified as to be un- 
recognizable; therefore, we are not surprised 
to know that as a nation they were lost amidst 
the people with whom they lived, and that, 
also, their language failed to prove their 
descent. They were strangers and pilgrims 
through vast stretches of country before the 
time that correct history was written in north- 
west Europe. But they were not always to 
remain in this condition, for the Lord had said: 
“I will save the house of Joseph, and I will 
bring them again to place them; for I have 
mercy upon them: and they shall be as though 
I had not cast them off: for I am the Lord their 
God, and will hear them. And they of Ephraim 
shall be as a mighty man, and their heart 
shall rejoice as through wine: yea, their chil- 
dren shall see it, and be glad; their heart shall 
rejoice in the Lord. I will hiss for them, and 
gather them; for I have redeemed them: and 
they shall increase as they have increased. And 
I will sow them among the people: and they 
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shall remember me in far countries; and they 
shall live with their children, and turn again.” 
= Zechariah 10::6-9. 


ANCIENT PEOPLES OF THE BRITISH ISLES 


It has been claimed by various writers that 
Phoenicians and some of the Israelites, being 
seafaring men, traded with the men of Thar- 
shish in Spain, and in England and Ireland, and 
that we might reasonably expect to find more 
or less of the tribal customs and religions of 
those people in the countries under considera- 
tion. In view of this fact I herewith submit 
the following by Robert Southey, touching 
the religion of the ancient Britons: 


“The light of God, which at the creation 
was imparted to man, hath never been ex- 
tinguished. From the patriarchs it descended 
to the prophets, and from the prophets to the 
apostles; but there were many who wandered 
and lost the light, and their offspring became 
inheritors of darkness. Thus it fared with our 
forefathers. We know not when, or from 
whence, they reached the British Islands; 
Scripture hath not recorded it, and it was in

times beyond the reach of other history. There 
is reason to believe that they brought with 
them some glimmerings of patriarchal faith, 
and some traditional knowledge of patriarchal 
history. Other tribes followed at various 
times and from various places, some from the 
Baltic and some from Germany, some from the 
opposite coasts of Belgium and Gaul, others 
from Spain; the Phcenicians also traded here; 
and our fathers being ignorant, and far re- 
moved from those among whom the truth was 
preserved, received the fables and superstitions 
of the newcomers, and blended them with 
their own, till they fell at length into the 
abominations of idolatry.”—Book of the 
Church, vol. 1, pp. 3, 4. 


The same author tells us the Phoenicians in- 
troduced the worship of Baal. This indicates 
that there was at a very early stage of its his- 
tory a people in England who had at least a 
glimmering of the true faith as it had come 
down the ages from patriarch to prophet, and 
so on to them, but that being “far removed 
from those among whom the truth was pre- 
served,” they fell into idolatry which was in- 
troduced by the Phæœnicians. This seems to 
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favor the theory of those who contend that a 
portion of the men of Israel who escaped by 
ships settled in the British Isles, also that Phee- 
nicians were very early settlers there. 


Of the religion of the Anglo-Saxons, who 
came later, he has this to say: ““The Saxons, 
Angles, and other kindred tribes, to whom we 
are indebted for the basis and the character of 
our fine language, and of our invaluable civil 
institutions, were at the time of their estab- 
lishment here a ferocious people, but not with- 
out noble qualities, apt for instruction, and 
willing to be instructed. The heathenism 
which they introduced here bears no affinity 
either to that of the Britons, or of the Ro- 
mans.”—Book of the Church, vol. 1, pp. 
IZ Lis. 


“From the Saxons it is that we derive the 
holy name of God; its literal meaning was the 
Good; and we must acknowledge the propriety 
of that reverential feeling which induced them 
thus to express goodness and divinity by the 
same word.”—Book of the Church, vol. 1, 
DALJ: 


As proof.of their willingness to receive re- 
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ligious instruction, Mr. Southey records the 
fact of how Edwin (king of Northumbria) 
called his chiefs to council that they might be 
instructed with him in “the new religion 
which was preached among them,” and to con- 
sider the propriety of accepting it. One of the 
speakers said: 


“What follows it, or of what has preceded 
it, we are altogether ignorant. Wherefore, if 
this new doctrine should bring anything more 
certain, it well deserves to be followed. The 
rest of the assembly signified their assent to the 
change.” —Book of the Church, vol. 1, p. 47. 


“The King’s baptism was performed there 
[York] on Easter-day, A. D. 627. . . . The 
King’s example was readily followed by the 
people; and Paulinus is said to have been em- 
ployed six-and-thirty days, from morning till 
evening, in baptizing the multitudes who 
flocked to him at Yemering. . . . The con- 
verts were baptized in rivers, by immersion, 
according to the practice of those ages.”— 
Book of the Church, vol. 1, p. 49. 


“The paganism of our Saxon ancestors was 
not rooted in their history, nor intimately 
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connected with their institutions and man- 
ners; it had no hold upon the reason, the 
imaginations, or the feelings of the people. It 
appealed to no records, or inspired founders. 
. . . The missionaries therefore appeared with 
a character of superiority, their claim to which 
was not to be disputed. They spake as men 
having authority. They appealed to their 
books for the history of the faith which they 
taught: and for the truth of its great doctrines 
they appealed to that inward evidence which 
the heart of man bears in the sense of its own 
frailties, and infirmities and wants.” —Book 
of the Church, vol. 1, pp. 53-55. 


Still later the author says: “The church 
government established in this island by 
Augustine and his fellow laborers was that 
episcopal form which had prevailed among the 
Britons, and which was derived from the 
apostles in uninterrupted descent... . 
Cathedrals and monasteries were built, and 
lands settled upon them, by royal founders and 
benefactors; . . . Besides these, endowments, 
tithes, the institution of which was regarded 
not as merely political and temporary, but as 
moral and perpetual obligation, were paid by 
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those who became Christians, the converts 
taking upon themselves, with the other obli- 
gations of their new religion, this payment, 
which was universal throughout Christendom. 
. . . The distribution was left to the bishop 
and his assistants. Such was the practice of 
the Anglo-Saxon, as it seems to have been of 
the British, church. . . . The payment of 
tithes had been at first voluntary, though it 
was considered as a religious obligation. . . . 
It relieved the clergy from the distraction of 
temporal concerns. It exempted the tenth 
part of all property from the ordinary 
course of descent, set it apart, and sanctified 
it for the support of a body of men, who were 
not a distinct tribe, like the Levites, but were 
chosen from all ranks of the community for 
their moral and intellectual qualifications. ... 
The endowment of a full tenth was liberal, but 
not too large.” —Book of the Church, vol. 1, 
pp. 82-87. 


The reading of British and Anglo-Saxon 
customs of this early age, reminds us forcibly 
of Israelitish usages and customs, as to the sup- 
port of the ministry, paying of tithes, etc. 
Does it not seem singular that a people who, 
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apparently, for centuries had been steeped in 
idolatry, should so readily have accepted the 
gospel when presented, and voluntarily offered 
to pay tithes, even exempting a full tenth of 
all property from the ordinary course of de- 
scent? That these things were taught to the 
Israelites, both in the patriarchal and pro- 
phetic periods, all Bible students know, but 
that these people, both Britons and Anglo- 
Saxons, should so readily accept and 
voluntarily choose to comply with these 
requirements as a part of their religious duty, 
seems to point strongly to the theory that a 
portion of the early settlers of Britain, and also 
the Anglo-Saxons, were of the same race, and 
that when the matter was brought to their 
attention by men claiming to be the author- 
ized messengers of almighty God, their hearts 
and consciences were touched, and they, per- 
haps unconsciously, came to a realization of 
what the Lord had said through Moses: “My 
doctrine shall drop as the rain, my speech shall 
distill as the dew, as the small rain upon the 
tender herb, and as the showers upon the 
grass.” — Deuteronomy 33: 2. 
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Does it not seem as though the time had 
come for the fulfillment of the prophecy made 
as follows: “I will be as the dew unto Israel: 
he shall grow as the lily, and cast forth his 
roots as Lebanon. His branches shall spread, 
and his beauty shall be as the olive tree, and 
his smell as Lebanon.”—Hosea 14: 5, 6. 


If the theory advanced by writers upon this 
subject is true; if Ephraim is today represented 
by the Anglo-Saxon race, then we can see a 
literal fulfillment of the predictions made by 
the former prophets. We can then under- 
stand how, in the providence of God, these 
people were brought from idolatry to the 
worship of almighty God. We can then see 
how from a “valley of dry bones” they were 
brought to national government and finally to 
a mighty empire, and “‘his seed shall become a 
multitude of nations.” (Genesis 48: 19.) 


The Lord said of Ephraim: “They shall be 
as the morning cloud, and as the early dew 
that passeth away, as the chaff that is driven 
with the whirlwind out of the floor, and as 


the smoke out of the chimney.” But he also 
said: “Yet I am the Lord thy God . . . and 
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thou shalt know no god but me: for there is no 
savior besides me.” —Hosea 13: 3, 4. 


“Ephraim shall say, What have I to do any 
more with idols? I have heard him, and ob- 
served him: I am like a green fir tree. From 
me is thy fruit found.” — Hosea 14: 8. 


ANGLO-ISRAEL TRAITS 


That there are some traits common to the 
Israelite and the Anglo-Saxon, all must admit. 
One of these is their regard for the sacred 
writings, and reverence for almighty God. 
Another is the observance of the Sabbath day. 
Many others might be enumerated, but these 
will suffice as illustrations. Moses commanded 
the Israelites as follows: 


“Hear, O Israel: The Lord our God is one 
Lord: and thou shalt love the Lord thy God 
with all thine heart, and with all thy soul, 
and with all thy might. And these words, 
which I command thee this day, shall be in 
thine heart: and thou shalt teach them dili- 
gently unto thy children, and shalt talk of 
them when thou sittest in thine house, and 
when thou walkest by the way, and when thou 
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liest down, and when thou risest up.”—Deu- 
teronomy 6: 4-7. 


This teaching has come down to the Anglo- 
Saxon of today, and is considered to be as 
binding upon the Anglo-Christians as it was 
formerly upon the Israelites. The Bible is to 
them the great religious textbook. It is used 
in their public schools, as well as in all their 
Sunday schools. No other people have done 
so much for the spread of gospel truth in the 
world as the Anglo-Saxon race. The poet 
who wrote, 


“How precious is the Book Divine, 
By inspiration given; 
Bright as a lamp its doctrines shine, 
To guide our souls to heaven. 


“This lamp, through all the tedious night 
Of life, shall guide our way; 


Till we behold the clearer light 
Of an eternal day,” 


struck the keynote of Christian belief of the 
Anglo-Saxon race. To them the Bible is the 
word of God, given by inspiration. 

John Wickliffe determined to give the 
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whole Bible to the English people in their own 
language, so they might read “the wonderful 
works of God” every man in his own tongue. 
For this he suffered great persecution, but the 
people of England stood by him during the 
full term of his life. He maintained the 
sufficiency of Christ’s law for all purposes of 
doctrine, discipline, and daily conduct; and 
that more could be learned from the gospel 
than from any other teaching. The im- 
portance of preaching also deeply impressed 
him. He said the highest service man could 
do on earth was to preach the Word of God. 
To his most pious disciples, he said: 


“Go, and preach; it is the sublimest work. 
After your sermon is ended, do you visit the 
sick, the aged, the poor, the blind, and the 
lame, and succor them according to your 
ability.” —D. J. Deane, Life of John Wickliffe, 
pp. 80, 81. 


“Above all his other knowledge, Wickliffe 
possessed a profound acquaintance with the 
Scriptures. He studied the Bible, he venerated 
it as the Word of God. He held that it con- 
tained a perfect revelation of the divine will; 
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a full, plain, and infallible rule of both what 
man is to believe, and what he is to do. He 
fully received its truths into his heart and 
governed his actions by its teachings. Turn- 
ing away from all human guides, he prayer- 
fully and diligently searched the Scriptures to 
know the will of God, and then bowed to that 
will with the docility of a child. Bowing him- 
self to the authority of the Divine Word, he 
endeavored to get all men to submit to it. His 
great aim was to bring men back to the Bible.” 
—D. J. Deane, Life of John Wickliffe, pp. 99, 
100. 


Other prominent characters might be men- 
tioned in like connection. All are aware that 
the Anglo-Saxon race, in this respect, have, for 
centuries, stood courageously for an open 
Bible, and for civil and religious liberty; and 
even as Moses counseled Israel to fear the Lord 
their God, so has there been a Wickliffe, a 
Wesley, or a Spurgeon to do battle valiantly 
upon the same line to modern Israel, the 
Anglo-Saxon. Nor has this work been con- 
fined to the English Saxon, but in every land 
where the Anglo-Saxon has found a resting 
place, there also the Psalms of David are sung, 
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and the words of the ancient prophets are 
given as an attest of the divine will. We may 
differ on many things, nevertheless the Bible 
teachings are to us the living waters that flow 
from the river of iife to the satisfying of the 
thirsty soul that seeks salvation. 


Israel was commanded to “Remember the 
Sabbath day, to keep it holy.” —Exodus 20: 8. 


The Anglo-Saxon Christian of today be- 
lieves this commandment to be still in effect. 
The Christian Sabbath to him is not simply a 
day of rest, but it is also a day in which no 
work may be done, or games played. It means 
not only to refrain from labor, but also it is 
to be a day for worship and religious instruc- 
tion. The word of the Lord to Israel was, “If 
thou turn away thy foot from the Sabbath, 
from doing thy pleasure on my holy day; and 
call the Sabbath a delight, the holy of the 
Lord, honorable, and shalt honor him; not 
doing thine own ways, nor finding thine own 
pleasure, nor speaking thine own words: then 
shalt thou delight thyself in the Lord; and I 
will cause thee to ride upon the high places of 
the earth, and feed thee with the heritage of 
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Jacob thy father: for the mouth of the Lord 
hath spoken it.”—Isaiah 58: 13, 14. 


In writing upon the playing of games on the 
Sabbath day, recently, I said this: “Evidently 
the playing of games is ‘doing our own pleas- 
ure,’ and if the same law is in effect, then we 
certainly are not making ‘the holy of the Lord, 
honorable’ when we indulge in them. If this 
law [of Sinai] is no longer in effect, as touch- 
ing the Israel of God in these last days, why 
then is the Sabbath, so far as law is concerned, 
binding on anyone? I am really interested to 
know why the playing of games is not neces- 
sarily to be considered a desecration of the 
Sabbath. I lived more than twenty years [in 
England] before I saw a game played on the 
Sabbath, the first being while on shipboard 
coming to this country. That game was 
played by foreigners, not by Anglo-Saxons. 
Since being in the United States, I have noticed 
with grave concern the tendency to loose con- 
duct on the Sabbath. I have always attributed 
it to the foreign element in our communities.” 

Personally I do not necessarily have to go 
back to Sinai for authority for Sabbath ob- 
servance. The teaching of the church of

which I am a member is as follows: ‘Thou 
shalt thank the Lord thy God in all things. 
Thou shalt offer a sacrifice unto the Lord thy 
God in righteousness; even that of a broken 
heart and a contrite spirit; and that thou may- 
est more fully keep thyself unspotted from the 
world, thou shalt go to the house of prayer 
and offer up thy sacraments and oblations 
upon my holy day; for this is a day appointed 
unto you to rest from your labors, and to pay 
thy devotions unto the Most High; neverthe- 
less thy vows shall be offered up in righteous- 
ness on all days, and at all times; but remem- 
ber that on this, the Lord’s day, thou shalt 
offer up thy oblations, and thy sacraments, 
unto the Most High, confessing thy sins unto 
thy brethren, and before the Lord. And on 
this day thou shalt do none other thing, only 
let thy food be prepared with singleness of 
heart, that thy fasting may be perfect; that 
thy joy may be full.”—Doctrine and Cove- 
DANCOS 


So spoke a modern prophet to the people 
over whom he presided in the year of our Lord 
1831. The one who gave this instruction was 
of pure Anglo-Saxon descent, but he spoke as 
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did the Hebrew prophets in days of old; and 
his message was in strict harmony with that of 
former times. Man chooses today, as he has 
ever done, whom he will serve. There is but 
one true God, and to him our worship and 
homage are due. His ways are one eternal 
round; and as we are the work of his hands, 
we must eventually stand before him in the 
judgment; and well will it be for us then if 
we hear the welcome plaudit, Well done.

The Lord promised to be the God of all the 
families of Israel, and they were to be his peo- 
ple. He had loved them with an everlasting 
love. 


They were to be brought from the north 
country, and gathered from the coasts of the 
earth. 

God is a father to Israel, and Ephraim is ous 
firstborn. 

The nations were called upon to make 
declaration in the isles afar off, that he who 
scattered Israel would gather and keep him, 
even as a shepherd doth his flock. 

The Lord would redeem him, and ransom 
him from those who were stronger than he. 

A large portion of the ten tribes were 
transported from Palestine to the land of 
Media by the king of Assyria. 
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In Media the ten tribes disappeared as a 
nation and ceased to be known as Israel. 


Dean Stanley says, the sons of Isaac are 
literally our spiritual ancestors; their imagery, 
their poetry, their very names have descended 
to us; their hopes, their prayers, their psalms 
are ours. 


The ten tribes rebelled against Rehoboam 
much as the colonists of America did against 
the king of England; and the action of the 
barons of England against King John showed 
much the same spirit of independence. 


The Ephraimite could not pronounce the 
word Shibboleth correctly, but pronounced it 
Sibboleth, leaving out the one letter of the 
alphabet that causes the Englishman today to 
be recognized wherever the English language 
is used. 

Various writers affirm that the tribe of Dan 
was the first to disappear from Palestine. 

Dan left the country and went to Greece, 
Javan, and to Danmark (Denmark). They 
were a people of great learning and wealth. 

They left Greece and went to Ireland and 
to Denmark. 
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They were the first to be affected by the 
Assyrian invasions. 

A portion of them passed through Europe, 
naming the streams and places as they went 
through, until they arrived at Denmark. 

In Ireland they were called Tuatha Danoi. 

Sacz is a distinctive and racial name, de- 
rived from Isaac. It signifies Isaacites, or sons 
of Isaac. The prediction to Abraham was, In 
Isaac shall thy seed be called. 

Saketa was equivalent to the word Saxonia, 
and signified the land of the Isaacites, as the 
latter denoted that of the Saxons. 

Sharon Turner, we are told, in his history 
of the Anglo-Saxon, finds in Media, seven 
hundred years before Christ, 2 race known to 
the Asiatics as Sacæ, which he claims as the an- 
cestors of the British people. Where Israel is 
lost, there the Saxon is found. 

It is supposed that the peoples of the ten 
tribes pushed northward and westward from 
Media, and finally, after centuries of time, 
occupied the extreme northwest portions of 
Europe. 

Europe is said to have been at that time a 
wilderness from the grassy plains north of the 
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Black and Caspian Seas to the Atlantic and 
Arctic Oceans. 


Diodorus says the Sace sprang from a peo- 
ple in Media. 

Ptolemy derives them from the same source. 

Pliny and Albinus confirm their state- 
ments. 

Pliny names them Saka-Suna, whom he 
places in Armenia. 

Ptolemy mentions a people whom he calls 
Saxones. 

Sharon Turner says, The Sacæ are the peo- 
ple from whom the descent of the Saxons may 
be inferred with the least violation of proba- 
bility. 

Two routes were open to the Israelites to 
escape from Media, going westward; one over- 
land and the other by sea. 

Mr. Gladstone is quoted as saying, Danoi 
occurs 147 times in the Iliad, and 13 times in 
the Odyssey; that it never occurs in the singu- 
lar number, is never applied to women, but 
always to soldiers, and lovers of war. - 

The Danoi, of whom Mr. Gladstone speaks, 
and the Danaans of Ireland were evidently of 
the same tribe. So also were the ones who 
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traversed Europe, giving their tribal names to 
the rivers, mountains, etc., till they reached 
the country we now call Denmark. 

From Denmark it is but a short distance to 
what we now call Norway and Sweden. 

When they had built vessels, they made 
voyages and formed settlements in the north- 
ern countries; and the settlers there became 
known as Northmen, and still later as Nor- 
mans, while they who made permanent 
settlement in Denmark became known as 
Danes. 

They who passed more leisurely through 
Europe became known as Saxons, Jutes, 
Angles, etc. 

They had diffculty in passing through 
Europe, but they continued through centuries 
to press their way forward. 

Their enemies were in the south rather 
than in the north, so in due time they came in 
contact more and more with the scattered 
forces of their brethren. 

It became known to them through the 
songs of the ancient Gleemen that there was 
an isle beyond the sea which had been reached 
by some of their own kin, and their aspira- 
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tions reached out to that land as to a haven 
of rest. 

When they had pushed their way to the 
north, they found friends of their own blood. 
They became strong in numbers and fierce in 
battle. 

The Saxons at this time were powerful. The 
Jutes and Angles joined with them, and to- 
gether they made descent upon the shores of 
Britain. They were never so badly defeated as 
to be driven out. 

In due course of time, the Normans con- 
tested with the Saxons for supremacy of the 
country. The Normans succeeded, and from 
these forces so brought together the English 
people have sprung and formed the great 
Anglo-Saxon race. They have formed settle- 
ments through the length and breadth of the 
earth and have become a multitude of nations. 

Writers tell us that at the great Assyrian 
invasion the children of Dan escaped in ships . 
to the Isles of the West. 

They planted their first colony in Britain, 
on the northern coast of Ireland, where they 
became known as Tuatha Danaans, or the 
tribe of Dan. 
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About the same time, the Pheenicians, or 
Canaanites, planted a colony on the southern 
coast of Ireland. 

The difference between the people of north 
and south Ireland is a difference of origin. 
They sprang from different races. 

Historians tell us that the invaders of Eng- 
land from the north were different from others 
with whom they came in contact, a people who 
while pagan caused misery, but when Chris- 
tianized gave a new and better tone to Europe. 
They were courageous and of a lofty spirit. 

In blessing the sons of Joseph, Jacob said 
Manasseh should be great, but Ephraim should 
be greater, and his seed should become a mul- 
titude of nations. 

Joseph was to be a fruitful bough whose 
branches should run over the wall. The arch- 
ers were to grieve him, and shoot at, and hate 
him, but he was to abide in strength, and he 
was to be made strong by the mighty God 
of Jacob. 

His blessing was to extend to the utmost 
bounds of the everlasting hills, and he was to 
receive blessings from heaven above, and the 
precious fruits brought forth by the sun, and 
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the precious things of the earth and the full- 
ness thereof. 

The ten tribes went into idolatry and 
were, therefore, left without protection, and 
chastised for their sins; yet the promises of 
God to them are sure and steadfast. 

They sowed the wind and had to reap the 
whirlwind. 

They were to be among the Gentiles as a 
vessel without pleasure, but the time was to 
come when they should walk after the Lord, 
and the Lord would place them in their own 
homes. 

Israel was to blossom and bud and fill the 
face of the world with fruit. Manasseh was 
to become great, and Ephraim was to be 
greater. 

The precious things of the earth, and the 
fullness thereof, were to come as a blessing to 
these tribes. 

Writers upon this subject believe that the 
United States and Great Britain are the repre- 
sentatives of Manasseh and Ephraim among 
the nations today. 

Their holdings give a splendid color to this 
picture. There was to be a wonderful gather- 
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ing, after their sojourn in the wilderness 
among the nations. 

Ephraim was to turn unto the Lord, repent, 
and be ashamed, because of the reproach of his 
youth. 

God was to feel after him as a dear son, as 
a pleasant child, and to have mercy upon him. 

God was to cause them to walk by the rivers 
of water in a straight way, and they were to 
sing with gladness and to praise the Lord. 

The Hebrew and English names show an 
affinity. The Bible names are quite familiar 
among the English people everywhere. 

The Lion and the Unicorn represent Israel 
among the nations. 

The Lion and the Unicorn are the insignia 
of Great Britain. 

There is today in the Coronation Chair of 
Great Britain a stone with rings at either end, 
as though they had been used in carrying it 
from place to place. Upon this Stone the 
kings of Ireland, Scotland, and England have 
been crowned for more than two thousand 
years. 

This is said to be the Stone upon which 
- Jacob laid his head when he had such a won- 
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derful dream, in which he saw the angels of 
God ascending and descending upon the ladder 
which reached from earth to heaven, and 
where God talked with him, and where he 
made a vow to the Almighty, set the Stone up 
as a Pillar of Witness, and poured oil upon it, 
declaring that it should be God’s House. 

It is said that the Stone was considered 
sacred, and kept in the Temple with other 
relics. That after the Captivity and Dis- 
persion, Jeremiah took the Stone, also the 
Daughters of King Zedekiah, to Ireland. That 
he united, in marriage, a daughter of King 
Zedekiah with Eochaid, Prince of Ulster, 
Heremonn Elect. They were crowned upon 
that Stone, with promise of perpetuity of reign 
to them and their seed upon certain conditions 
laid down by the prophet. It was taken from 
Ireland to Scotland by Fergus, and from Scot- 
land to England by King Edward the First. 

When King Edward took it from Scotland, 
it was like tearing the heart out of the king- 
dom. This reminds us of the account of the 
Philistines taking the Ark of the Covenant 
from Israel. | 

The chair in which it is placed has become 
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a memorable figure in the realm. Every 
sovereign of England, since Edward the First, 
has been crowned upon it. 

The British-Israelites believe the Anglo- 
Saxon race is modern Israel. The two leading 
nations, they say, are Great Britain and the 
United States. 


When the Most High divided to the nations 
their inheritance, he set the bounds of the peo- 
ple according to the number of the children 
of Israel. 


The Prophet Hosea said: “My God will cast 
them away, because they did not hearken to 
him: and they shall be wanderers among the 
nations.”’—Hosea 9: 17. 


The Lord said: “I will heal their backslid- 
ing, I will love them freely: for mine anger is 
turned away from him.”—Hosea 14: 4. 


The Lord who said: “I will cause to cease 
the house of Israel,” also said, “yet the number 
of the children of Israel shall be as the sand of 
the sea, which can neither be measured nor 
numbered” (Hosea 1:10), and “that he would 
bring them into the wilderness and speak com- 
fortably unto them, and would give them 
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vineyards, and a door of hope, and they should 
sing and rejoice there.”” (Hosea 2: 14, 15.) 


They sinned and were punished; were over- 
come and dispersed; yet in due time they were 
to sing as in the days of their youth. 

The whole house of Israel is represented by 
a vision of “dry bones,” but the Lord promised 
that he would cause breath to come into them 
again, and that they should live. 

The prophet saw these dry bones come to- 
gether with noise and with a shaking, and 
from the four winds the breath was to breathe 
upon them and they were to live, and stand 
upon their feet, an exceeding great army. 

So it has been: as a nation they were dead; 
their hope was lost, and not until God breathed 
upon them again could they live; but ad- 
mitting the theory of Anglo-Israel to be true, 
we have to admit the noise and the shaking, 
and the coming together again of the scattered 
elements, and the standing upon their feet 
again as an exceeding great army. 

The Lord calls them his people, although at 
the time of the vision they were exiles in 
strange lands. 

Much noise and great shakings were en- 
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dured before England was made safe as a rest- 
ing place for the Saxons, Jutes, Angles, and 
Normans: and many more years passed before 
an English army rescued Jerusalem from 
Turkish rule. 

It was not by accident that the United 
States and Great Britain were the first of the 
Great Governments to recognize the right of 
the Jews to a homeland in Palestine. 

The seed of Ephraim was to become a multi- 
tude of nations. 

Max O’Rell ridiculed the Anglo-Israel 
theory, but wrote many things favorable to 
the claims of its advocates. 

England’s policy of self-government for her 
colonies is said to be excellent. If she depended 
upon bayonets to guard her empire, it would 
collapse. 

The first two visible indications of an Eng- 
lish colony are a Protestant church and a 
cricket field. 

The finest jewel in the English crown is the 
Indian Empire. 

There is an eternal fitness in English empire 
in India. 

No other nation could do so well for India, 
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nor could India be so useful to any other 
nation. 

A representative Englishman is a civiliza- 
tion in himself. 

Nothing has ever conquered the Anglo- 
Saxons but Christianity. 

Englishmen have successfully introduced 
western education as by the wand of a ma- 
gician, and peace and order have been estab- 
lished. 

The trade of the country has increased by 
leaps and bounds. 

Barbarous, inhuman customs have been 
destroyed. 

Poverty is being lessened. Famine is being 
fought by irrigation. Pestilence is being over- 
come by sanitary science. Rule of law has 
been established, justice is impartially admin- 
istered, and lessons in democracy and self- 
government are being successfully given. 

Egypt was bankrupt, rebellious, miserable, 
oppressed, defeated. 

Today she is solvent, orderly, prosperous, 
well-governed, victorious, the result of Eng- 
lish rule. 

The British Empire controls nearly one fifth 
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of the globe and more than one fourth of the 
population. 

Egypt, India, Canada, Australia, New Zea- 
land, South Africa, the islands of the sea. 
East, west, north, south, all over the known 
world this mighty empire is doing her work. 

Whether England does or does not repre- 
sent Ephraim among the nations, she alone of 
all the peoples of earth today fills the measure 
of “a multitude of nations.” 

When Jacob and his household went down 
to Egypt, they numbered seventy souls. While 
in Egypt they multiplied exceedingly. They 
dwelt in Egypt 430 years. When a census was 
taken under Moses, they numbered 603,550, 
from twenty years old and upward that were 
able to go to war, and the tribe of Levi was 
not numbered. 

When David had a census taken, “All they 
of Israel were a thousand thousand and an 
hundred thousand men that drew sword: and 
Judah was four hundred three score and ten 
men that drew sword.”—1 Chronicles 21: 5. 

And Levi and Benjamin were not counted. 

The temple at Jerusalem was built about 
480 years after the migration from Egypt. At 
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this time “Judah and Israel were many, as the 
sand which is by the sea in multitude.”—1 
Kings 4: 20. 

Under Solomon the kingdom was at peace; 
the people prospered, and international affairs 
brought prestige and wealth. Israel became 
great among the nations, and her merchant 
ships were engaged in lucrative practice with 
many peoples. 

After Solomon’s death Rehoboam came to 
the throne. A dispute arose between the king 
and the leaders of the people. Ten tribes re- 
volted and chose Jeroboam as king. Thus the 
kingdom was divided, and the kingdoms of 
Judah and Israel were established. 

Up to this time the kingdom of Israel, nor 
any portion of it, had become “‘a multitude of 
nations.” We have, therefore, a right to ex- 
pect a fulfillment of the prediction at some 
time subsequent to the separation. 

Many students of history believe that after 
the dispersion of the ten tribes, they traveled 
westward and northward in groups, later be- 
coming known as Danes, Normans, Angles, 
Jutes, Saxons, etc., a principal portion of 
which later became known as Anglo-Saxons. 
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If this be true, we may see today a literal 
fulfillment of the prediction. 


If we admit that England represents 
Ephraim, we have also to admit that Ephraim 
(England) has become “a multitude of na- 
tions.” 


During the World War every British soldier 
who lost his life in the cause was wrapped in 
his army blanket, taken to the cemetery, and 
given Christian burial. 

The Pilgrim Forefathers kept the Sabbath, 
as did the British from whom they sprang. 

At the Paris Exposition every nation had 
its exhibit wide open on the Sabbath day ex- 
cept the United States of America and Great 
Britain. They closed their sections each Satur- 
day and did not open them again until Mon- 
day morning. 

Israel was to keep the Sabbaths throughout 
their generations. 

We keep the day of the risen Lord, while 
the Jews, who do not believe in Christ, con- 
tinue to keep the old Sabbath. 

In their worship Christians claim the prom- 
ises made to Israel, and thank God for giving 
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to them the blessings promised to the seed of 
Joseph. 

Ireland is a part of Great Britain, therefore 
we must consider her in connection with 
Anglo-Saxon England. 

England has met with success in almost 
every portion of the globe, but the people of 
southern Ireland have never taken kindly to 
her rule. The reason for this seems to be a 
question of race, rather than of anything else. 

Writers tell us the Phcenicians, in an early 
day, located in the southern part of that 
country, while members of the tribes of Israel 
located in the northern part. Be this as it 
may, the north of Ireland is loyal to Great 
Britain, while those of the south have been 
restless for centuries under the same govern- 
ment. 

The Phoenicians were the first Syrian people 
to assume importance. 

They were seafaring men, and traded ex- 
tensively from Tyre and Sidon, with colonies 
in the Mediterranean. 

They also had commerce with Spain and the 
British Isles. Israelites did the same. 

The Stone which it is believed by some was 
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the one which Jacob used for a pillow while at 
Luz, on his way to Haran, has been known for 
years as “Jacob’s Stone.” It is an object of 
interest to thousands who visit Westminster 
Abbey. 

It was received into Ireland under the name 
of “Lia Phail? which means a “precious 
stone.” It was taken to Ireland by Jeremiah, 
according to the legend, and from Ireland to 
Scotland by Fergus, and from Scotland to 
England by King Edward the First. 

Kings have been crowned on it in succession 
for more than two thousand years. 

The names of “Stone of Scone,” ‘‘Jacob’s 
Stone,” ‘“‘Jacob’s Pillow,” and “Lia Fail,” all 
mean one and the selfsame Stone. 

The Stone is said always to have been held 
sacred by those who understood its signifi- 
cance. 

It is understood that Jeremiah the Prophet 
transported this Stone from Palestine to Ire- 
land, where he united a daughter of Zedekiah, 
king of Judah, to King Eochaid of Ulster, who 
was of Israelitish descent, and by this act re- 
established the kingdom of Israel, and that 
from then till now kings have been crowned 
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upon it, thus linking together the throne of 
England with the traditions of Tara and Iona, 
and of Jerusalem and Bethel. 

Westminster is very grand and very beauti- 
ful, and is rich beyond all other buildings in 
the empire for its many ancient, stirring, and 
pious associations; but they who have faith in 
the Stone, in the Chair of Coronation, believe 
this to be the Jewel for which all other ma- 
terial things are but the setting. 

Some people object to the theory that the 
Anglo-Saxons are of Israelitish stock, because 
they are unlike the Jews. 

This may be so, but why should they be like 
the Jews? 

It has been 3600 years since Jacob fled into 
the land of Syria. 

It has been about 2900 years since the 
separation of the tribes in the time of Reho- 
boam. 

This is ample time for changes to come from 
marriages and intermarriages during the cen- 
turies, saying nothing about the differences ob- 
taining through education, training, environ- 
ment, etc. 

We are told that it took at least sixteen 
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centuries to travel from Media to the isles of 
the northwest. Great changes would naturally 
come in that length of time. 


We are not surprised that historians for 
many years were unable to properly classify 
these people, and that the ten tribes were 
spoken of as being, “The Lost Tribes of Is- 
rael.” 


Historians admit that the inhabitants of 
northern Europe did not come into the light 
of history until about the opening of the 
Christian era; and that there is no very clear 
distinction in physical characteristics between 
the Indo-Europeans and Semites. 


Traveling, as they must have done, in 
groups rather than as a whole, modifications 
would come and tribal relations be estab- 
lished, which later resulted in naming the 
groups differently, as Danes, Normans, Sax- 
ons, etc. 

It does not follow that because ancestries 
can be traced to a common point, they there- 
fore must be related as peoples. We have 
plenty of evidence of that in our own country. 


Israel drifted westward after the Assyrian 
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captivity; so also did other peoples, including 
the Phcenicians. 

It does not necessarily follow that because 
people speak the same language, they must be 
of the same racial stock. 

They were strangers and pilgrims through 
vast stretches of country before the time that 
correct history was written. This may ac- 
count for many erroneous opinions concern- 
ing their origin. 

The Lord promised through his prophets 
that he would gather Israel again, and that 
they should greatly increase. 

He declared that he would sow them among 
the people, and that they should remember 
him in far countries; that they should live 
with their children, and turn again. 

Various writers have claimed that both Is- 
raelites and Pheenicians, in an early day, be- 
came seafaring men, and prosecuted their trade 
and commerce as far west as Spain, and to the 
British Isles. 

Robert Southey tells us the Phcenicians in- 
troduced the worship of Baal in Britain, and 
that the early settlers there had some glimmer- 
ing of patriarchal faith, and some traditional 
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knowledge of patriarchal history, but that 
they received the fables and superstitions of 
the Phcenicians, blended them with their own, 
and fell into idolatry. 


The Anglo-Saxons who came later were 
willing to receive instruction. 


King Edwin of Northumbria and his nobles 
and subjects accepted the teachings of the mis- 
sionaries gladly, and large numbers of them 
were baptized. 

It is recorded that Paulinus was employed 
thirty-six days, from morning till evening in 
baptizing the multitudes who flocked to him 
at Yevering. 

They were baptized by immersion. 

The church government established was the 
episcopal form, which had prevailed among 
the Britons, and which was descended from the 
apostles, in uninterrupted descent. 

Cathedrals and monasteries were built, and 
lands settled upon them. 

Besides these endowments, tithes of one 
tenth were paid voluntarily by the converts, 
distribution of which was made by the bishop 
and his assistants. 
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This was considered as a religious obliga- 
tion. 


These customs were very much like those 
of ancient Israel. 


If Ephraim is today represented by the 
Anglo-Saxon race, then we can see a literal 
fulfillment of the predictions made by the 
prophets. 

Life has entered the “dry bones” of the val- 
ley. They have again been restored to national 
life, and finally to a mighty empire, and “his 
seed become a multitude of nations.” 

They were to be as a morning cloud, as the 
early dew, as chaff driven by the whirlwind, 
and as the smoke out of the chimney, yet the 
Lord said, “I am thy God, and thou shalt know 
no god but me: for there is no savior beside 
mew Hosea Tosta; 


Ephraim was to say, “What have I to do any 
more with idols? I have heard him, and ob- 
served him: I am like a green fir tree.” —Hosea 
14: 8. 

There are some traits common to the Israel- 
ite and to the Anglo-Saxon. Among these is 
their regard for the sacred writings, and rever- 
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ence for almighty God. Another is their ob- 
servance of the Sabbath day. 


CONCLUSION 


In the foregoing pages the writer has sought 
to give in an unbiased manner the views of 
many authors upon the subject in hand rather 
than to discuss it from a personal affirmative 
standpoint. He confesses a deep interest in the 
subject. The promises of God to Abraham, 
Isaac, and Jacob, and to their seed, were estab- 
lished by an everlasting covenant. 


Among the promises to Abraham were the 
following: 


“I will make thy seed as the dust of the 
earth: so that if a man can number the dust of 
the earth, then shall thy seed also be num- 
bered.” —Genesis 13: 16. 


“And I will make my covenant between me 
and thee, and will multiply thee exceedingly, 
. and thou shalt be a father of many na- 
tions. . . . And I will make thee exceeding 
fruitful, and I will make nations of thee, and 
kings shall come out of thee. And I will 
establish my covenant between me and thee 
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and thy seed after thee in their generations for 
an everlasting covenant, to be a God unto thee, 
and to thy seed after thee.” —Genesis 17: 2-7. 
Of Sarah, the wife of Abraham, the Lord 
said: 
“She shall be a mother of nations; kings of 
people shall be of her.”—Genesis 17: 16. 


“I will multiply thy seed as the stars of 
heaven, and as the sand which is upon the sea- 
shore; and thy seed shall possess the gate of his 
enemies; and in thy seed shall all the nations 
of the earth be blessed.”—Genesis 22: 17, 18. 


To Jacob: 


“Thy seed shall be as the dust of the earth, 
and thou shalt spread abroad to the west, and 
to the east, and to the north, and to the south: 
and in thee and thy seed shall all the families 
of the earth be blessed.” —Genesis 28: 14. 


“And God said unto him [Jacob], Iam God 
Almighty: be fruitful and multiply; a nation 
and a company of nations shall be of thee, and 
kings shall come out of thy loins.” —Genesis 
SOREL ; 


Jacob, to the sons of Joseph: 
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“In thee shall Israel bless, saying, God make 
thee as Ephraim and as Manasseh: and he set 
Ephraim before Manasseh.”—Genesis 48: 20. 


And of Ephraim, Jacob said: 


“His seed shall become a multitude of na- 
tions.’ —Genesis 48: 19. 


Shortly before the dispersion, the Lord said: 


“I will sift the house of Israel among all 
nations, like as corn is sifted in a sieve, yet 
shall not the least grain fall upon the “arth.” — 
Amos 9: 9. 


The Lord declared through Hosea: 


“Ye are not my people, and I will not be 
your God. Yet the number of the children 
of Israel shall be as the sand of the sea, which 
can not be measured nor numbered; and it 
shall come to pass, that in the place where it 
was said unto them, Ye are not my people, that 
it shall be said unto them, Ye are the sons of 
the living God.” —Hosea 1: 10. 


Let us not forget the promise: 


“I will heal their backsliding, I will love 
them freely: for mine anger is turned away 
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he shall grow as the lily, and cast forth his 
roots as Lebanon. His branches shall spread, 
and his beauty shall be as the olive tree, and his 
smell as Lebanon. They that dwell under his 
shadow shall return; they shall revive as the 
corn, and grow as the vine: the scent thereof 
shall be as the wine of Lebanon. Ephraim 
shall say, What have I to do any more with 
idols? I have heard him, and observed him: I 
am like a green fir tree. From me is thy fruit 
found.” —Hosea 14: 4-8. 

“Hear the word of the Lord, O ye nations, 
and declare it in the isles afar off, and say, He 
that scattered Israel will gather him, and keep 
him, as a shepherd doth his flock. . . . There- 
fore shall they come and sing in the height of 
Zion, and shall flow together to the goodness 
of the Lord, for wheat, and for wine, and for 
oil, and for the young of the flock and of the 
herd: and their soul shall be as a watered 
garden; and they shall not sorrow any more at 
all). Jeremiah 31: 10-12. 

‘Thus saith the Lord, which giveth the sun 
for a light by day, and the ordinances of the 
moon and of the stars for a light by night, 
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which divideth the sea when the waves thereof 
roar; the Lord of hosts is his name: if these 
ordinances depart from before me, saith the 
Lord, then the seed of Israel also shall cease 
from being a nation before me for ever. Thus 
saith the Lord, If heaven above can be 
measured, and the foundations of the earth 
searched out beneath, I will also cast off all 
of the seed of Israel for all that they have done, 
saith the Lord.”—Jeremiah 31: 35-37. 


I am now leaving the matter for the con- 
sideration of the reader, whomsoever he may 
be, to make his own application. My princi- 
pal aim has been to present the matter as 
clearly as might be from the standpoint of the 
various authors whose works I have examined, 
including the poets, historians, and prophets. 
To me that which cometh with a Thus saith 
the Lord, is authoritative. With the historian 
I may differ; and the poet may use too much 
license; but in the consideration of the ques- 
tion presented, the historian must have a 
prominent part. If it should be found that 
historian and prophet disagree, the preponder- 
ance of evidence should be given the testimony
